A postwar plan for the develop- 
‘ment of streets and highways in 
and near St. Louis, which would 
involve expenditure of 168 million 
dollars for labor and materials 
over a period of years, has been 
prepared by a committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce and ap- 
proved by its Board of Directors, 
it was announced yesterday. 

The plan incorporates the re- 
port of a subcommittee, made pub- 
lic a year aco, and proposals and 
plans previously drawn up by 
othér agencies. 

Thirty-four projects, including 
construction of a new bridge 
across the Mississippi River and 
another across the Missouri River 
and building of sections of the 
superhighways planned by the Mis- 
souril State Highway Department, 
are liated as of “urgent import- 
ance.” The report lists 42 projects 
of lesser importance. Of the total, 
53 projects are in Missouri and 23 
in Dlinois.

NOW REACHING 
DECISIVE STAGE 


‘We Are Being Confront- 
ed With Situation 
Where Rise or Fall of 
Imperial Japan’ Will 
Be Determined. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5 (AP).— 
Premier Hideki Tojo, speaking to 
the Japanese Diet today, said that 
the war keeps “increasing in 
ferocity day by day and we are 
now being confronted with the 
situation where the fate of the 
Greater East Asia sphere and the 
rise and fall of Imperial Japan 
will be decided.” 

The Premier spoke in response 
to a plea by a member of the Diet 
for the Japanese people to stand 
united in the face of fierce battles 
in the Marshall Islands, New Brit- 
ain and New Guinea. 

Tojo also emphasized the need 
for unity and declared the way to 
win the war was “by total mobil- 
ization of the 100,000,000 people (of 
Japan) and to concentrate con- 
sistently and firmly the total 
power of the people on one point 
—to win the decisive victory.” 

He added that the government 
intended to adopt measures for 
this purpose. 4 

While the Japanese at home 
were being warned that the situa- 
tion was serious, efforts were made 
to show people in other countries 
that the Allied drives were of little 
consequence. 

An English-language broadcast 
to North America by the Japanese 
news agency Domei said “the main 
force of our Navy remains intact 
and will select the most advanta- 
geous times and places to sally 
forth for the defense of Greater 
East Asia.” 

A Japanese communique, broad- 
cast by Berlin, said severe fighting 
was continuing in the Marshalls 
and that the Japanese still were 
holding their defensive positions. 

The communique said that dur- 

ing the Feb, 1 landings 52 Amer- 
ican planes were shot down, two 
destroyers sunk and one cruiser 
and one destroyer set afire. 
. The communique also reported 
that “large numbers of enemy 
planes attack Rabaul daily.” It 
stated that the New Britain base 
had been raided twice Jan. 29 by 
257 planes, twice Jan. 30 by 290 
planes and again Jan. 31 by 180 
planes. In these various attacks 
the Japanese said they shot down 
116 planes, adding that 40 of them 
were not confirmed. 


PARTISANS REGAIN 3 WESTERN 
BOSNIA TOWNS, TITO REPORTS 


LONDON, Feb. 5 (AP). — Mar- 
shal Josip Broz (Tito) announced 
today that his Yugoslav Partisans 
had hacked German communica- 
tions in Western Bosnia and had 
reoccupied three towns in that 
wild mountainous region. 

A broadcast communique re- 
corded here said that Tito’s forces 
were engaging in a stubborn fight 
with Germans who have beén con- 
ducting raids from Krupa, a Vrbas 
River town 12 miles southeast of 
Banja Luka. 

The Partisans also swept back 
into Kupres, 42 miles south of 
Krupa, and Gornjim and Bakuf, 
the war bulletin said. 

Northwest of Banja Luka the 
Partisans were reported to have 
derailed a train on the Prijedor- 
Novi line, halting enemy traffic 
over this railroad. 


NEW SUBSIDY PLAN OFFERED 
FOR LOW-INCOME FAMILIES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP).— 
A 6500-million-dollar-a-year pro- 
gram of food subsidy aid limited 
to low-income families was pro- 
posed today by a group of Sena- 
tors opposing the administration’s 
$1,500,000,000 system of general 
food subsidies. 

Designed to restrict consumer 
subsidy aid to families having an- 
nual incomes under approximately 
$1600, it is a modification of the 
Aiken-La Follette food stamp bill 
which the War Food Administra- 
tion estimates would cost three 
billion dollars annually. 

Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
announced the modified version 
would be offered as an amendment 
to the bill by Senator Bankhead 
(Dem.), Alabama, which would 
abolish food subsidies outright. 
The Senate expects to begin con- 
sideration of the Bankhead meas- 
ure next week. m=

MacArthur announced yesterday 
that Fifth Air Force bombers 
struck Wewak’s four airdromes, 
shooting down eight planes and 
destroying 72 on the ground. In, 
today’s report, MacArthur said six 
more Japanese bombers and one 
fighter were shot down.

Other American flyers took ad- 
vantage of a break in the weather 
to ‘bring the war back to Rabaul, 
Japan’s oft-bombed bastion on the 
northeastern tip of New Britain. 

The attack was carried out by a 
strong force of Solomons-based 
dive bombers and fighters which 
hit at the enemy air force based 
at Tobera and Lakunai airdromes. 
While this force was winging its 
way home after the attack, fight- 
er-escorted Liberator bombers 
made a second raid on Lakunai. 

In the double-barreled attack, 
our planes shot down at least 13 
and probably six more enemy 
fighters. Three of our planes 
failed to return. 

Mitchell medium bombers at- 
tacked the Madang-Alexishafen 
sector in New Guinea, dropping 
65 tons of bombs and starting 
large fires.

U.S. HEAVY BOMBERS RAID 
6 AIRFIELDS DEEP IN FRANCE 


Nazi Air Bases Near Paris and Tours Blasted 
—12 Allied Planes Lost in Day’s Forays, 
10 German Craft Downed. 


By AUSTIN BEALMEAR. 

LONDON, Feb. 5 (AP). — An 
American armada of probably 1400 
planes carried out one of the war’s 
heaviest operations against targets 
in France today, with heavy bomb- 
ers hammering six of the Ger- 
mans’ prize airfields to wind up 


two weeks of terrific aerial bom- 
ment. 

The United States Flying For- 
tresses and Liberators slashed into 
France to the outskirts of Paris 
and Tours and bombed six air- 
fields which have been used by 
Nazi planes flying to Britain and 
challenging the Allies’ bomber 
fleets. 

United States Army headquar- 
ters said the attacks were carried 
out by “strong forces” which prob- 
ably meant that about 700 heavy 
bombers escorted by 500 fighters 
hit at the ields. 

At the same time formations of 
medium and light bombers, includ- 
ing more than 200 American Ma- 
rauders, pounded German installa- 
tions on the French channel coast. 

Twelve Allied planes, including 
two United States heavy bombers, 
failed to return from the day’s 
operations, an Army communique 
said tonight. Ten German planes 
were shot down, four by gunners 
on heavy bombers and six by 
escorting fighters. 

Asserting that good bombing re- 
sultg were reported, the bulletin 
said that “once again opposition 
from the air generally was weak 
though in some instances flak was 
strong.” 

Villacoublay, five miles south- 
west of Paris, was hit by the 
heavy bombers which also blasted 
fields at Orleans-Bricy and Cha- 
teaudun, each about 60 miles south 
of Paris, and Avord, Chateauroux- 
la Martinerie and Tours, all about 


125 to 150 miles south and south- 
west of Paris. Royal Air Force 
and Allied medium bombers hit 
the airfield at Beauvais-Tille in 
northern France. 


The American heavy bombers 
divided into combat wings, each 
of which took an enemy airdrome 
according to plan and blasted run- 
ways, hangars, barracks and 
shops, leaving masses of burning 
wreckage, 

The attacks were one more step 
in the campaign to sweep the Luft- 
waffe from the skies before the 
promised invasion of the continent 
and tied in with the systematic 
destruction of Germany’s aircraft 
factories in recent operations and 
the downing of dozens of German 
fighters in aerial combat. 


In seven days ending at dawn 
last Monday Allied planes based 
in Britain flew 12,000 sorties over 
Europe and raids since then prob- 
ably have added at least 8000 to 
that ye Nine thousand long 
tons Of bombs were dropped on 
Germany alone last week with 
another six to seven thousand 
probably added in the last six 
days.

Today's daylight assault by 
American bombers followed a 
smashing blow yesterday at Frank- 
furt, Germany, by hundreds of 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators 
from which 21 bombers and one 
fighter failed to return.

St. Louis’ battle against the 
smoke nuisance “was won, and it 
is still won,” James L. Ford Jr., 
chairman of the Citizens’ Smoke 
Elimination Committee; said in a 
statement issued yesterday. 


Ford cited official figures to 
show that, although St. Louis at- 
mosphere this winter has been 
somewhat iess clear than a year 
ago, there has been hardly more 
than one-third as much “thick’ 
smoke in the four-year period 
1940-44 as in the single season of 
1989-40, before adoption of the 
smoke ordinance. 

He maintained also that the 
smoke ordinance was a large fac- 
tor in bringing fuel to St. Louis in 
the present season, that St. Louis 
fared better in its fuel supply 
than many other cities, and that 
thus the fight against smoke 
helped to keep St. Louis people 
from freezing. 

“For three straight years,” Ford 
said, “we proved that we had 
thick smoke licked. This was true 
to such an extraordinary degree 
that it was the acclaim not just 
of our citizens but of the nation 
at large. The battle was won 
and it is still won. 

“Due to the desperately hard 
conditions faced this year—of war 
and coal strikes, car shortage and 
shortage of man power—the job 
has been most difficult, and yet 
there has been a good perform- 
ance, conditions considered. 

Supplies Better Than Average. 

“Practically the entire time of 
those interested in smoke elimina- 
tion was taken up with ‘securing 
fue] to keep our people warm. 
We did so, according to Washing- 
ton authorities, much better than 
many other cities. I personally 
know that it was our smoke ordi- 
mance which came to our rescue 
and brought us fine support from 
the smokeless fields. Without that 
support, we might have been in 
desperate position with regard to 
a fuel supply. So, our smoke or- 
dinance was responsible for re- 
taining a far cleaner atmosphere 
under intense industrial activity. 
It also helped to keep our people 
from freezing, even though there 
was some discomfort. 

“Reports in the press sometimes 
do not give the proper descrip- 
tion of the smoke conditions, One 
recent report, indicating that we 
had gone back to the conditions 
of five years ago, Was so erroneous 
and harmful, whether intended or 
not, that it is time our people 
were properly informed. 3 

“The complaints have been di- 
rected at the last several months’ 
performance, No city will ever 
control every vestige of smoke. It 
is ‘thick’ smoke which hurts, 

Cites Weather Records. 

“We have only one authority on 
the amount of smoke. That 
authority is the United States 
Government Weather Bureau. The 
Weather Bureau records on ‘thick’ 
smoke reads as follows for the 
winter season, Nov. 1 to Feb. 1: 
1939-1940 (prior to Ordinance), 102 
hours, 15 minutes; 1943-1944 (this 
season), 11 hours, 55 minutes. 

“A succession of thick smoke 
conditions for a short period this 
winter created the wrong impres- 
sion that smoke has been bad over 
the entire winter season. Due to 
most trying conditions, it was not 


as good as the previous year, but). 


it was even better than 1941-1942. 
During all four years combined 
there were only 36 hours and 10 
minutes of thick smoke as com- 
pared to 102 hours and 15 minutes 
in the one year prior to the 
Ordinance. 

“We have no way of measuring 
the density of the thick smoke we 
did have. But I believe it is also 
true that even the record of hours 
does not tell the whole story. I 
believe the density of the thick 
smoke reported in the  pre- 
ordinance days was far greater 
than the density of the smoke re- 
corded as thick today, 

“Wé have now weathered the 
winter insofar as noone warm 
and keeping industry supplied with 
fuel is concerned. Even the 
strongest supporters of smoke 
elimination would place these two 
objectives first. It is strong 
testimony to the effectiveness and 
soundness of the principles laid 
down in our smoke ordinance, that 
our record this year showed such 
an improvement over pre-ordi- 
mance days, despite conditions 
such as we never faced before. 
Had we not had the ordinance, the 
atmosphere in this city would 
have been far worse than ever 
recorded in pre-ordinance days. 

“St. Louis has proved in the 
past that it has the solution. This 
year has proved it more than any 
other year, conditions considered.”

in Plant Editing All 
Compilation Work — 
Areas Never Explored 
Covered From Air. 


Less than a year ago, three and 
one-half floors of a St. Louis build- 
ing were occupied by nothing more 
interesting than five million pairs 
of shoes, some rolls of newsprint 
and assorted electrical equipment, 
but the area has since become one 
of the most important plants 
serving the Army Air Forces. 

The building now houses the 
Aeronautical Chart Plant, which 
is a part of the Aeronautical Chart 
Service, Headquarters, Army Air 
Forces. 

The Aeronautical Chart Service 
is responsible for furnishing aero- 
nautical charts, special maps and 
related publications required by 
the Air Forces throughout the 
world, The Aeronautical Chart 
Plant in St. Louis, a part of this 
organization, is charged with many 
of the functions that make pos- 
sible the accomplishment of this 
mission. 

Under the direction of the Wash- 
ington organization, base air 
charts are compiled and printed 
by governmental agency printing 
plants such as the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, Army: Map Serv- 
ice, Geological Survey, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and in many 
commercia] printing establish- 
ments, 

All compilation work is edited 
in the St. Louis Plant by skilled 
cartographic engineers. The charts 
are then returned with final cor- 
rections for printing. 

The base charts, when printed, 
are sent here to be overprinted 
with information required by 
flight pilots, such as locations of 
radio-range beacons, airports and 
data on magnetic variations and 
declination. They are then 
shipped from St. Louis to regional 
and theater stores for distribution 
to pilots all over the world. 

The St. Louis Chart Plant has 
something to do with most charts 
used by the Army Air Forces, 
both in this country and abroad. 
Charts are either overprinted here, 
or inspected and corrected, or film 
bases from which printing plates 
are made in the local plant are 
shipped aboard for chart printing 


in faraway places. 

Photo Used Here. 
A large portion of the plant’s 
work deals with photogrammetry. 
This is the relatively new science 
of utilizing aerial photographs in 
making more accurate charts of 
little-charted sections of the 
world, 
For example, areas of such 
countries as Canada and Africa 
are only blank spaces on many 
charts still in use. Photogram- 
metry is making it possible to in- 
clude mountains, streams and 
other physical characteristics of 
wild places where few men have 
set foot. 
The Aeronautical Chart Plant 
was set up Jan. 30, 1943. About 
500 civilian employes and 28 Army 
officers are working at the plant 
now. 
The plant is under command 
of Lt. Col. H. Arnold Karo, who 
had engaged in map and chart 
making with the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey for 20 years until 
he was transferred to the Army 
Air Forces, The plant’s executive 
officer ig Maj. W. J. Van Nice, 
formerly with the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. here. 
Work of overprinting aeronauti- 
cal data on charts for use of pilots 
was begun at the plant July 15. 
Since then a.recent check shows 
the plant has shipped more than 
14 million charts, containing full 
aeronautical information, to the 
A. A, F. The plant has in stock 
more than 23 million maps and 
charts and frequently ships out 
a much as 10 tons of charts a 
ay. 
At the plant here a crew of 
draftsmen designate airport and 
radio-range beacon locations and 
variations of the compass from 
true north. A plate is made of 
this work, and the data is over- 
printed on the base air charts in 
red ink. The charts, when folded 
and packed, are then ready for 
shipment. 

Standard size of the charts is 
22x29 inches, but the sizes vary as 
to the scale of miles and uses to 
be made of them. Planning charts 
are drawn on a scale of one inch 
to every 80 miles. Long-range 
navigation charts are drawn one 
inch to 48 miles. Pilotage charts 
are one inch to 16 miles. 

Charts used for flying are print- 
ed in transparent ink, -over a 
fluorescent base, which makes 
them clearly visible to navigators

Earth’s Features Brought Out. 

The photogrammetry section of 
‘the plant is concerned with draw- 
ing from aerial photographs the 
earth’s features on new and im- 
proved base air charts. The plant 
has received more than 100,000 of 
these photographs covering over 
a million square miles of territory 
from Air Forces photographic 
charting squadrons. 

Photographs are taken from 
high-speed planes equipped with 
cameras with wide-angle lenses, 
arranged for photographing by a 
trimetrogon method. Each click of 
the lens makes three pictures, one 
vertical and two matching ob- 
liques, covering a chartable area 
on the ground about 25 to 30 miles 
wide. The cameras click about 
once every three miles. Following 
a planned course, one charting air- 
plane can photograph some 12,000 
square miles of territory in three 
hours. 


Pictures Must Match Up: 


When aerial pictures arrive here, 
they are carefully matched so that 
the series fits into one continuous 
photograph of the terrain. These 
are studied under magnifying 
stereoscopes and the predominat- 
ing landscape features are marked 
and identified in red and blue ink. 

A web of metal templets is then 
spread over an acetate base, some- 
times &s large as 50 feet square. 
Each line of templets indicates 
the flight of a plane, and the in- 
tersecting arms of the templets 
locate a prominent landmark at 
each intersection. The _ detail 
points are then marked on the 
acetate in their true position. In 
this manner the drawing of the 
base chart is made to conform to 
scale,

NEW YORK, Feb. 5 (AP). — 
Baseball's postwar planners sound- 
ed off for eight hours behind 
closed doors pan, | and came up 
with so many conflicting ideas on 
the distribution of National De- 
fense List players that their spe- 
cial session had to be extended for 
at least another day.

NEW YORK, Feb. 5. 

HAT baseball can get along 

very well with squads much 

smaller than those with 
which major league teams have 
operated in recent years, with- 
out any physical strain on the 
players, is the opinion of a well- 
known surgeon who is familiar 
with the problems and ailments 
of athletes, 

“Ball players have been pam- 
pered too much, in my opinion,” 
the surgeon said here today 
after agreeing to answer ques- 
tions .but stipulating that his 
identity not be disclosed, “I be- 
lieve that with smaller squads 
you will see more pitchers going 
nine innings and more players 
going through a season with 
very few innings missed.” 

Did the surgeon believe that 
players frequently were taken 
out because of injuries that did 
not warrant their removal? 

"Very frequently,” was the 
answer, “In that respect there 
has been a change in the attitude 
of athletes in recent years. In 
former years there were more 
ball players who were interest- 
ed in staying on duty. If they 
reported to a physician or sur- 
geon, it was to make their re- 
turn to duty quicker. Today, 
too frequently, the player is 
eager to gét out of his team’s 
lineup, even with a trifling in- 
jury, so that there will be no 
danger of his batting or fielding 
average suffering.”

ID the surgeon believe that

reer of a ball player? 

“No, if you will look back over 
the history of the game you will 
find that many outstanding play- 
ers whose team spirit kept them 
on duty regularly had long lives 
in baseball. Ty Cobb was an 
example. He played frequently 
with bruises and sprains that 
would have put other men on 
the bench. And he certainly had 
a long life in baseball. In many 
boy minor injuries will heal 

n more quickly if a man con- 
tinues on duty than would be 
the case if he sat on the bench.” 

Asked to amplify the state- 
ment that there would be more 
nine-inning pitchers with small- 
er squads, the surgeon explained 
that men would learn to pace 
themselves for a nine-inning as- 
signment, if they knew that 
they were likely to have to stay 
on duty for that distance, 

“With the large staffs of to- 
day,” he continued, “one or two 
relief pitchers frequently start 
warming up as early as the first 
inning. The starting pitcher 
knows that two men always are 
out there ready to relieve him, 
If he walks a man and a batter 
gets a safety, a glance toward 
the bull pen will show that can- 
didates to replace the starting 
pitcher already are preparing. 
That doesn’t help the starter’s 

eqnfidence. 

‘Furthermore, he starts the 
game with the feeling that he 
must retire every man. He 
bears down on every pitch. If 
he knew he had to go nine in- 
nings, unless injured, he would 
pace himself as a runner does. 
The mile runner doesn’t start 
hia race with a burst of speed. 
He knows he couldn’t go a mile 
at that pace. With some excep- 
tions most great pitchers jog 
until they meet an emergency. 
Then they sprint, figuratively

JOHN KIRKPATRICK 


SYMPHONY SOLOIST 


Pianist Gives Charm to Other- 
wise Unimpressive Con- 
certo by MacDowell, 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN, 
John Kirkpatrick, American pi- 


anist and formerly director of @- 


music at the Monticello College 
near Alton, was presented as solo- 
ist with the St, Louls Symphony 
Orchestra last night in Kiel Audi- 
torium. Mr. Kirkpatrick played the 
MacDowell Concerto in D Minor, 
a work that might have been im- 
pressive in the late nineteenth 
century but is singularly arid to- 
day. spite this handicap, he 


gave a performance in which sen- | 


sitiveness of feeling and an ever 


_ alert musical taste were quite im- 


plicit. 

Perhaps elegance of style is not 
the first requirement for a piece 
such as the MacDowell Concerto 


but a wider dynamic scale and a @. 


more obvious application of ro- 
mantic feeling would not have en- 
hanced the value of the music. On 
the contrary, it would have made 
it seem all the emptier. As it was, 
the comparative reticence of the 
performance suggested that the so- 
loist was concerned with a poetry 
that was not intended to stagger 
the senses but did have something 
to say to the more discriminating 
faculties of the mind, 

In other words, by dealing ten- 
derly with the faded beauties of 
the music, Mr. Kirkpatrick gave 
it a certain charm that a more 
robust treatment might have de- 
stroyed. At the same time he was 
able to establish his own discrim- 
ination, 

His smartness of style made the 
presto giocoso particularly agree- 
able, for here the treatment was 
consistently light, deft and even. 
It was rhythmically vital as well 
as finely controlled. The orches- 
tral accompaniment on the whole 
was excellent. 

The soloist drew an appreciative 
response from the audience and 
for an encore played four of Mac- 
Dowell’s short pieces. 

In the first half of the program 
Conductor Vladimir Golschmann, 
making his first appearance since 
his successful engagement in Bos- 
ton, offered a gracefully modelled 
and spirited performance of the 
Overture to Mozart’s “Don Gio- 
vanni.” After that he led his col- 
leagues through Tschaikowsky’s 

“Pathetique.” The opening of the 
first movement sounded a bit 
tentative but by the time the 
famous second subject was ready 
for serving the boys arid girls 
were really in the groove. At: that 
it was a fairly restrained perform- 
ance. Mr. Golsachmann gave full 
value to the lyrical passages but 
refused to invite any gratuitous 
sobbing,

| the postwar ‘outlook of the pre- 


fabricated housing industry has 
been gathered by the Architectural 
Forum and published in its 
February issue. 

In a survey of the nation’s lead- 
ing prefabricators, the magazine 
learned these concerns plan less, 
rather than more production after 
the war, that prefabricated houses 
will sell at $2000 to $4000 and 
probably will supplement rather 
than replace on-the-site construc- 
tion. 

These concerns believe the oper- 
ative builders will be their most 
promising postwar customers.

New Constitution Draff Likely 
To Call for Governor’s Cabinet 
And Publicity on Committee Work 


Two Principal Reforms Will Be Reported to 
Convention and Probably Will Be Adopt- 
ed—Other Progressive Measures Framed 
in Four and Half Months.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 5. 


ROGRESS of the Missouri Constitutional Convention after four 

and one-half months of preliminary committee work is such that 

it can now be said there is a real probability that eventually 
there will emerge a document of outstanding governmental changes, 
of vital importance.in promoting efficiency and the establishment of 
direct responsibility in government, 


The willingness of committee 
members to cast aside state poli- 
cies nearly a century old and 
their zeal in studiously working 
out logical and practical  solu- 
tions of many intricate problems 
has been little short of amazing 
to many persons who were dis- 
posed to look on Missouri as an 
ultra-conservative state. 


Advanced in Tone. 


It is not probable that the pro- 
posed new constitution will con- 
tain everything that the best stu- 
dents of government consider de- 
sirable, but it is probable that 
there will be few if any changes 
which do not conform to ad- 
vanced ideas for the _ efficient 
functioning of the state govern- 
ment, 


The two more important accom- 
_ plishments indicated are the re- 
form of the executive branch of 
the government and the revision 
of the legislative article, one the 
establishment of the cabinet form 
of executive government and the 
other correction of details of leg- 
islative procedure which have led 
to many scandals. 

When the proposal for the cab- 
ingt form of government was first 
advanced it was the general opin- 
ion that it would be rejected, the 
feeling being that the people had 
been accustomed to electing their 
more important officials so long 
that the delegates to the conven- 
tion would not have the temerity 
to propose that the system be 
abolished and that the Governor 
be empowered to name most of 
them. 


Cabinet Provisions. 


To the surprise of many, the 
Committee on the Executive De- 
partment hardly hesitated in the 
job of setting up the full cabinet 
form. If its report is adopted by 
the convention, and the indica- 
tions are that it will be, the peo- 
ple will no longer elect an Attor- 


ney General, a Secretary of State, 


a Treasurer nor a Superintendent 
of Schools. They will elect only 
the Governor, Lieutenant Gover- 
nor and an Auditor, and even the 
Auditor will not be the same type 
of official as is now elected under 
that name. 


Directly under the Governor will 
be the entire administrative work 
of the government, centered in 
probably not more than 15 depart- 
ments, whose heads he will name. 
The effect will be to break up the 
individual political machines which 
have been built by the officials 
who have been holding the offices, 
to concentrate the now overlap- 
ping duties of many officials. 

The collection of State revenues, 
now in eight separate depart- 
ments, each having its big force of 


employes, will be in one depart- 
ment with one set of employes. 
There will be a finance, depart- 
ment, which will take over the 


‘duties of the State Treasurer and 


the State Auditor, while the duties 
of the Auditor will be confined to 
post-audits, the type of work which 
a business concern calls upon a 
firm of certified public account- 
ants to do at the end of the year. 
Current auditing will be done by a 
comptroller, 

The system will make it possi- 
ble for the Governor, «who is 
charged with the responsibility for 
the administration of the State’s 
affairs, to organize the adminis- 
trative department on a basis of 
efficiency and economy. If he fails 
to do so there will be no ques- 
tion where the responsibility rests. 


One Grave Omission. 


In this connection the commit- 
tee is chargeable with one omis- 
sion, or failure, looked upon by 
many students of government as 
a major error. It has rejected a 
proposal for the establishment of 
a merit system in the administra- 
tive branch of the government, 
limiting merit requirements to 
professional and technical em- 
ployes. All others would continue 
to be chosen on the old and odious 
political spoils system. The only 
measure of credit which can be 
given it in handling this matter 
is that it did not deny to the 
Legislature the power to install a 
merit system, es 

The Comniittee on the Legisla- 
tive Department has recommended 
three major changes in legislative 
procedure, which, it is believed, 
will make successful lobbying by 
special interests extremely diffi- 
cult—almost impossible. One, re- 
ducing the size of legislative com- 
mittees, is in the interest of effi- 
clency. The others destroy the 
secrecy which has surrounded 
committee actions, bringing com- 
mittee work under public scrutiny 
and preventing committees and 
their chairmen from arbitrarily 
refusing to act on measures re- 
ferred to them. 


The unwieldy size of commit- 
tees, some of them having as 
many as 50 members, has resulted 
in inefficiency. The proposal, 
which virtually has been agreed 
on, is that committees in the Sen- 
ate shal) not have more than seven 
members and those in the House 
not more than 15, and that: no 
legislator shall serve on more than 
three committees, 


The other changes are that if a 
committee fails to report on a 
measure within 30 days, the bill 
shall automatically go on the 
legislative calendar for action and 
that the votes of legislators in

Roberts, Frankfurter Join 
In Rebuke for Inconsistency. 


More recently, Wednesday, Justice Rob- 
erts, a Hoover appointee, in a dissenting 
opinion in which he was joined by Justice 
Frankfurter, admonished the court for what 
he declared was its present “tendency” to 
upset earlier decisions. Of course, said Rob- 
erts, he did not advocate “‘slavish adherence 
to authority where new conditions require 
new rules of conduct,” but the case at bar 
was not such a case, It exhibited a tendency 
which had become so strong in the court 
as ‘‘to shake confidence in the consistency 
of decision and leave the courts below on an 
uncharted sea of doubt and difficulty.” This 
predicament might be obviated to some ex- 
tent, Roberts added, if a ‘“‘modern instance” 
should grow into “a custom of members of 
this court to make public announcement of 
a change of views and to indicate that they 
will change their votes on the same question 
when another case comes before the court.” 

The “modern instance” in ,Roberts’ sly 
remarks was that in which Justices Black, 
Douglas and Murphy, having voted original- 
ly to uphold the compulsory public-school 
flag salute in one of the Jehovah’s Witness 
cases, gave notice in a subsequent case that 
they were prepared to rule differently. Ultt- 
mately, in June, 1948, the turnabout was 
made, and the minority of one in the 1940 
flag-salute case—Chief Justice Stone—be- 
came a majority, 

In the case in which Roberts chided the 
court for inconsistency—an admiralty case 
involving a personal injury—he was again, 
ironically enough, at odds with Chief Justice 
Stone, who wrote the majority opinion. 
Stone and Roberts, the only members of the 
court not appointed by President Roosevelt, 
are today’s right-wingers and are generally 
together.

Roosevelt “packed”’ the court, to be sure, 
in the-sense that he gave it a new tone, a 
new philosophy—and this was a packing in 
a very profound sense—but he produced 
anything but unanimity on the ways in which

Despair of the Prophets, 
Not Like the ‘Old’ Court. 


The divisions within the “new” court 
have made it the despair of the prophets. 
The “old’’ tribunal was different. Given 
a rough knowledge of the issues involved 
and the way in which the justices had lined 
up in previous cases, one needed no crystal 
ball to tell how the court of the Harding- 
Coolidge-Hoover era, and of the Roosevelt 
administration down to the spring of 1937, 
would decide almost any important. economic 
question. 

The court had its right wing and its left 
wing, both in neat compartments, and the 
right wing wae so much stronger numerical- 
ly that it needed only a vote or two from 
the middle to make its views the “law of 
the land.” 

On the right were the Immovable Four-— 
McReynolds, Butler, Sutherland, Van De- 
vanter—and between them and the Great 
Dissenters of the period the separation was 
sharp and clean. When Holmes and Bran- 
deis were on the bench, one could know that 
in certain cases they would appeal together 
to “the brooding spirit of the law’’; later 
came Stone, the present Chief Justice, to 
join them, and after the retirement of 
Holmes midway in the 1931 term, Cardozo 
carried on the tradition. 

In the years when New Deal laws were 
being knocked down, there were the four 
unyielding conservatives on one side of the 
tribunal; Stone (whose great dissent in the 
AAA case will ever stand as a landmark), 
Brandeis and Cardozo on the other; Chief 
Justice Hughes and Roberts in the middle. 
Roberts often was the ‘“‘odd’’ man who de- 
termined the decision.

it will do has become a hazardous business. 
The job of reporting its decisions, its dis- 
sents, concurrences and individual state- 
ments, is filled with headaches. 


Old Rule of ‘Stare Decisis’ 

Has Lost Much of Potency. 

So also, one must assume, is the teaching 
of constitutional law, for with the passing 
of the conservative majority, the old rule of 
“stare decisis” (to let decided matters 
alone) has lost much of-its potency. 

Justice Frankfurter stated the new guid- 
ing principle soon after he ascended the 
bench: “Judicial exegesis is unavoidable with 
reference to an organic act like our Consti- 
tution, drawn in many particulars with pur- 
posed vagueness so as to leave room for the 
unfolding future. But the ultimate touch- 
stone of constitutionality is the Constitution 
itself and not what we have said about it.” 

In the application of this principle, the 
seven New Deal members of the court have 
shown themselves to be complete individual- 
ists. 

When it is stated, however, that the court 
is badly divided against itself, an important 
qualification needs to be made, The division 
is far more quantitative than qualitative. 
The fact is that the cleavages occur within 
the framework of a broad agreement on fun- 
damental principles. 

This point has been well made by Prof. 
Pritchett. In spite of their many dissents, 
he writes in the Law Review of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, the members of the present 
court are closer together in their funda- 
mental thinking than was the case a few 
years ago. Justice Roberts, he points out, 
is the farthest right today, occupying the 
relative position once held by “the hard- 
shelled conservatives of the — s, McReyn- 
olds and Butler.’ 


Statistics Demonstrate 
Differences in ‘New’ Court. 


Yet between Roberts on the one hand and 
McReynolds and Butler on the other there 
is a vast difference, which Prof. Pritchett 
demonstrates mathematically. During the 
1938-39 term of the court, the percentage of 
agreement between McReynolds and the 
Black-Douglas team (farthest left on the 
present court) was zero, whereas during the 
1942-43 term Roberts agreed with Black and 
Douglas almost 30 pér cent of the time.

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Negro Counts His New Deal Gains 
But Still Demands Full Freedom; 
Deep-Seated Prejudice Bars Way 


Colored Man’s Status Has Been Improved but 
White Obstructionists Deprive Him of 
Many Officially Ordered Opportunities for 


Advancement.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. 


ISSOURIANS saw racial prejudice at its ugliest a few weeks 
ago when a group of Butler County farmers converged upon 
four Negro farm workers, their wives and children and drove 


them out of their all-white community near Poplar Bluff. It called 
to mind an earlier, more ghastly episode of race friction in thé State, 
the cold January day two years ago when a yourg Negro named 
Cleq Wright was dragged through the streets of Sikeston by a mob, 
saturated with gasoline and burned to death. 


Both incidents, multiplied 
throughout the nation in rising 
tempo since the onset of the war, 
have focused attention on the ap- 
parent upswing in racial prejudice, 
a phenomenon strikingly discor- 
dant with the principles for which 
the nation is fighting. 


That the

The Japanese, of course, have 
been quick to seize upon such evi- 
dence of racial strife in the Unit- 
ed States for propaganda bar- 
rages throughout the Far East. 
Well aware that the issue of color 
is one of the most crucial of the 
war, they let no race incident 
here go unexploited, On the home 
front the implications of such 
strife are equally significant, en- 
compassing as they do broad po- 
litical, social and economic prob- 


lems. 
Today, as the country prepares 


to go to the polls to elect a Presi- 
dent and revamp its Congress, 
nearly 13 million American Ne- 
groes are about to evaluate those 
problems once again to take stock 
of their progress under the New 
Deal and determine the extent of 
their “emancipation” under a re- 
gime that championed and thrived 
politically on the platform of so- 
cial reform, 

Negro leaders look upon the 
President’s executive order of 
June, 1941, warning against the 
discrimination in the hiring of 
personnel for war plants, as one 
of the most impressive acts in 
their behalf. The order declared 
that it is the nation’s policy “to 
encourage.full participation in the 
national defense program by all 
citizens of the United States re- 


gardless of race, creed, color or) 


national origin,” and directed Gov- 
ernment agencies to bar discrimi- 
nation in employing agency work- 
ers. 

To enforce the executive order, 
Roosevelt named his Fair Employ- 


ment Practice Committee’ While 


its path has been thorny, it has 
made notable progress. Many war 
plants were ordered by the com- 
mittee to cease discrimination, and 
did so, with profitable results, By 
last July, more than one million 
of the 14 million war workers 
were Negroes. 


i Color Line Erased. 


In the Government service, all 
reference to race or color on ap- 
plication forms was removed, and 
the number of Negroes employed 
in Federal departmental jobs— 
those in the Washington (D. C.) 
area—took a decided upswing. Not 
only did the number employed by 
the Government increase at a far 
greater ratfo than the natural in- 
crease due to the war, but equally 
important, the jobs given Negroes 
were of higher level than in the 
past. 


A, study made in 1938 revealed 
that of 9717 Negroes in Govern- 
ment departmental jobs, 90 per 
cent held custodial positions, while 
only 10 per cent were doing cler- 
ical, professional, ‘administrative 
or technical work. 

At that time, 84 per cent of 
the Government employes in 
Washington were colored. The 
picture had changéd but little up 
to the time the President issued 
his executive order, followed by 
a compliance-directive to all de 
partment heads dated Sept. 3, 1941, 

In March, 1942, six months after 
the latter letter had been dis- 
tributed, a sampling of 38 Govern- 
ment agencies disclosed that of an 
aggregate personnel of 141,103, 9 
per cent were Negroes, and one- 
fourth of these were in clerical 
or professional occupations, as 
contrasted with one-tenth in 1938. 


Rise of 17 Per Cent. 


By November, 1942, a new sur 
vey showed the proportion of Ne 
groes in the departmental service 
had risen to more than 17 per 
cent of the total personnel, and 48 
per cent of the Negroes were in 
clerical, professional or adminis- 
trative posts. Progress in Negro 
employment in field offices has 
not been as rapid, but it is pointed 
out that the pattern has been set, 
and should, in time, spread pro- 
portionately in the field. 

Negro leaders remember, too, 
that as one of the first New Deal 
moves, the President named a 
group of Negroes to important

visers to agency administrators,

Against School Board Secrecy 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The maintenance and operation of the 
public schools are matters of concern 
to the public. It is the people who 
maintain the schools and who elect the 
members of the Board of Education to 
serve as their “trustees.” As trustees 
these members should be willing, ready 
and eager at all times to give an account 
of their trusteeship. 

The chief instrument of dissemina- 
tion of information, and rendéring prop- 
er accounting to tke public In a large 
community, is the newspaper, and upon 
it the public must depend. Consequent- 
ly, nothing should be withheld from 
the newspaper which is of interest to 
the public, and the newspaper is under 
obligation to report all the facts, the 
good and the bad, 

The newspapers have been stanch 
supporters of the public schools. Every 
four years it is their aid which is sought 
in supporting the tax campaign. They 
have never failed to support a tax levy 
which the public school officials have 
deemed necessary. 

It is interesting to call the roll of 
the members of the Board of Educa- 
tion to discover those who have the 
greatest grievances against the press. 
So far as I am aware, it is those 
who are for secrecy, or who have been 
engaged in patronage, or undue interfer- 
ence, who make the greatest furor. 

The Rev. Dr. C. Oscar Johnson, the 
greatest advocate of “see nothing, know 
nothing,” certainly cannot be accused 
of dishonesty. But another accusation, 
' perhaps even more serious, can be 
brought against him, for he has served, 
without knowing it, as a most helpful 
agent in encouraging and defending ir- 
regular conduct on the part of many 
of his colleagues. He was utterly naive 
in re-introducing the secrecy rule, to 
keep the public from knowing what it 
is its business to know and thus giv- 
ing an opportunity for those who cared 
to practice irregularities. 

Secrecy is always dangerous. It is 
not democratic. It is only the truth 
which makes men really free. ‘It is 
only the truth regarding the activities 
of the Board of Education which will 
improve the public schools. Our Board 
of Education has not been improved, 
even théugh we have elected two “blue 
ribboners.” 

The character and the conduct of the 
Board of Education are most damaging 
to the proposed consolidation of the city 
and county. County municipalities, like 
Webster Groves, Clayton and University 
City, rank very high in the character of 
their educational programs, The peo- 
ple in those communities are exceed- 
ingly interested in good education and 


they will be most vigorous in opposing | 


any sort of consolidation which may 
affect the character of the schools in 
any way.

What Can Be Done for Missouri 


What is being done in the Constitutional Con- 
vention will to a large degree determine the pat- 
tern of government in Missouri for years to come, 
The 83 delegates assembled at Jefferson City hold 
in their hands the power to put this State on 
the road to simpler, more 
progressive ways to conduct its affairs. 

When the war is over, the nation will have 
undergone great changes. There will Be a new 


spirit, and the people will be impatient with the 


old bungling methods because of which public 
business hag so often bogged down. 

The Constitutional Convention was called be- 
cause the people wished to correct the ills afflict- 
ing Missouri, to look forward toward healthy 
progress. ; : 

What are the prospects? Not yet have the 
delegates written a new Constitution or com- 
mitted themselves definitely to changes which 
they would make in the old one. They have 
worked, however, with commendable industry, 
and in their committees they are now distilling 


' from the mass of proposals the essence which 


they think is good. 

Without undertaking to cover the whole field 
of what this modernized Constitution should con- 
tain, the. Post-Dispatch here states its views on 
some major issues which the delegates will have 
to consider, both in their committees and on the 
floor of the convention. 


A Cabinet System Needed 


The executive department, of which the Gov- 
ernor is the head, should be reorganized; first, 
so the chief executive may have the power he 
needs to perform his duties adequately; second, 
so the people will be able to hold him fully re- 
sponsible, This means giving the Governor au- 
thority to appoint, with Senate confirmation, 
the principal executive officers who would con- 
stitute his cabinet, and also the heads of other 
departments. The number of departments should 
be limited so as to do away with many over- 
lapping and confusing boards and commissions, 

Popular election of State officers should be 
retained only as to Governor, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor and possibly Auditor, The Governor should 
appoint the Secretary of State, Attorney-Gen- 
eral and Treasurer or ehief finance officer. 

The convention’s appropriate committee has 
agreed on a general policy including most of 
these provisions. It proposes popular election 
of the Auditor. In our opinion, election by the 
Legislature would be preferable, going further 
in the direction of a short State ballot. The 


- committee has wisely recommended that elections 


for Governor and Lieutenant-Governor should be 
held in the off years, that is, at times not co- 
inciding with presidential elections. There is 
no good reason why the Governor should not be 
eligible for re-election. | 

Popular election of the State Superintendent 
of Schools should be abolished. The proposal 
favored by a convention committee is a good 
one—that the Superintendent be selected by a 
State Board, of Education whose members, serv- 
ing without pay, would be appointed by the 
Governor for overlapping terms. 

That provision in the Constitution requiring 
appropriation of not less than 25 per cent of 
the general State revenue for public schools 
should come out.. There is no sound reason for 
it. The Legislature can be trusted to provide 
adequately for the schools. 


Time for Civil Service 


A sensible merit system for State employes 
should be incorporated in the Constitution. The 
weak measure favored in committee, limited only 
to professional and technical . employes, is not 
enough. A real civil service is needed if the 
State’s business is to be competently adminis- 
tered, 

The convention’s attitude on the most impor- 
tant question raised as to the Legislature seem- 
ingly has been decided. The committee charged 
with this phase was almost unanimously in favor 
of retaining the two-house Legislature. It was 
cold to all proposals for a unicameral Legisla- 
ture, and the majority of delegates seem to be 
like-minded. 

We think the legislative function could be 
more economically and efficiently performed by 
a relatively small one-house body, and that if a 
practicable way can be found to do so, the con- 
vention should submit the unicameral Legisla- 
ture as an alternative proposal. Believing in 
party responsibility, we do not think election of 
legislators in any event should be by aen-partionn 
balloting. 

One thing the people demand and should have 
is reform of legislative procedure. This prop- 
erly belongs in the Constitution. The main 
points are simple: Limit the number and size 
of legislative committees. Require that every 
action by a committee on a bill shall be by 
record vote, the record to be immediately avail- 
able to the public. Require adequate notice of 
public hearings before committees. Provide a 
certain way to bring up in either House or Sen- 
ate any bill which a committee has failed to 
report out in a reasonable time. These reforms 
are necessary to abolish “the evils of secrecy and 
arbitrary action by committee chairmen. 

Fair districting of the State for legislative rep- 
resentation is an imperative need. We think 
the Constitution should provide a mandatory 
method for this to be done immediately after 
each Federal census. This should be the positive 
duty of a designated board or group of officials, 
not left to the Legislature, 


Public Supports Court Plan 


The judiciary article needs overhauling. This 
process, however, should not disturb the non- 
partisan court plan, which the people, got for 
themselves through an initiated amendment, and 
which they showed their determination to keep 
when they rejected a repeal amendment. 

Better organization and smoother operation of 
the courts can be had through adoption of some 
of the proposals recommended by representatives 


of the State Bar Association and the judiciary. - 


There should be a judicial council or administra- 
tive board with power to co-ordinate and sim- 
plify the work of the courts. The outmoded 
Justice of the Peace courts should be abolished 
and replaced by dignified magistrates’ courts 


presided over by men learned in the law. Far 


efficient, more’ 


fewer magistrates could do the work of a multi- 
tude of Justices of the Peace, and do it much 
more acceptably. 

* Standards of the probate courts also should 
be raised by making a knowledge of the law a 
required qualification for Judges of such courts. 


Gains in County Mergers 


Provision should be made for voluntary con- 
solidation of counties and for joint operation by 
counties of certain public functions such as hos- 
pitals and relief agencies. The Constitution 


should permit classification of counties for the — 


purposes of local government, so that the less 
prosperous and smaller counties may not be 
required to maintain all the expensive govern- 
mental functiong and forms necessary in the 
larger ones. 

The larger and more densely populated coun- 
ties should have the right to adopt charters 
under which many functions of local government 
could be conducted without recourse to the Legis- 
lature. These functions .would include local 
police and health regulations, fire protection, 
building and zoning codes, public services, local 
highways and bridges, and the like. 

Likewise, a measure of home rule as to local 
affairs should be available to cities of perhaps 
15,000 or more. 

Under no circumstances should ‘the big cities 
be given home rule as to control of police de- 
partments (law enforcement agenties as distin- 
guished from the legislating of local police regu- 
lations) or of election machinery. These two 
functions are basic in the administration of the 
police powers of the State, and should never be 
subjected to the uncertain currents of ward 


* politics. 


Tax Reforms in Order 


Taxation is a complex problem. A convention 
committee hag indicated its acceptance of the 
principle of classification of property for the 
purpose of taxation, This is an essential step 
toward solving the problem of fairly taxing in- 
tangible property, so much of which now escapes 
taxation. | 

A fair and workable method of tax relief to 
encourage improvement or development of blight- 
ed or run-down property is desirable. This would 
be intended to cause replacement of city slums 
with attractive housing developments and per- 
haps reforestation to reclaim cut-over or burned- 
out timber lands. 

Some liberalization of the taxing powers of 
municipalities is called for. Citizens today re- 
quire many more services of their local govyern- 
ments than were expected when present taxing 
limits were written into the Constitution. 

In particular, a provision should be included 
authorizing cities to issue revenue bonds for the 
construction or purchase of public utilities or 
other public-service facilities when there is a 
majority vote in favor of doing so. This would 
remove an unjust restriction on cities of less 
than 75,000 population which now may issue such 
bonds only when two-thirds or more of the voters 
approve, 


Conservation Twice Approved | 


A specific provision “which should not: be dis- 
turbed is the conservation amendment. The 
people wrote this into the Constitution through 
the initiative in 1936, and in 1940 they reaffirmed 
their wish to keep it there.. The attackers of 
this provision have made little progress in the 
convention. The committee having it in hand 
is for keeping it unweakened. 

A needed change affecting elections is a pro- 
vision to permit use of voting machines in the 
cities. ‘ 

Authority should be placed in the Constitu- 
tion for the State to engage in social welfare 
activities, under proper safeguards. This would 
provide an unquestioned legal basis for this 
work. There is serious question as to constitu- 
tionality of much of the State’s present relief 
activity, particularly direct aid to the needy, 

Provisions affecting the State highway system 
need to be liberalized. Federal postwar plans 
contemplate important interstate highway con- 
nections passing through large cities. Present 
constitutional provisions setting up our highway 
system virtually preclude expenditure of State 
highway funds in the larger cities. 
liberalization of thig restriction is called for, in 
fairness to the cities and in order to participate 
fully in Federal postwar plans. 

It seems wise to continue the requirement that 
revenues derived from the gasoline tax and auto- 
mobile license taxes be devoted wholly to the 
construction and maintenance of the highway 
system. | 

Specific recognition of the right of labor to 
organize and bargain collectively should be 
placed in the Bill of Rights. 


Responsibility of the Delegates 


These are among the major improvements 
needed in our Constitution. The delegates, among 
whom a majority have exhibited a worthy con- 
cept of public service, have the task of working 
out details and advancing other meritorious 
measures which because of space limitations are 
not discussed here. 

We think it would be wise to follow the sug- 
gestion of former Gov. Henry 8. Caulfield, 
stated in a recent article in the Post-Dispatch, 
that before the convention takes final action it 
should publish a tentative draft of its recom- 
mendations and then recess for perhaps 60 days 
so the people may discuss and debate its pro- 
posals. The Convention then would have the bene- 
fit of widespread public criticism. This plan 
was followed with favorable results by the Board 
of Freeholders which submitted a new City Char- 
ter to the voters of St. Louis in 1914, 

The work of the convention would best be 
submitted to the voters in the form of separate 
amendments, rather than as a wholly rewritten 
Constitution. Thus the people may more intelli- 
gently exercise their discrimination, approving 
what they like, rejecting that about which they 
may be in doubt, without running the risk that 
a completely rewritten document might engender 
enough opposition to cause its deféat and the loss 
of all the enlightened and corrective measures 
we expect to come out of this convention. |

Our War Production Task: Phase 2 


Industrially we are over the hump, while militarily we have only 


begun to engage the foe, publication says; materiel stockpile is be- 
ing built up and a new production era begins, with increases here, 


decreases there; but total industry must remain geared to total war,

The air is filled with talk of reconversion 
and the return to peacetime’ production, 
Speculation on such matters flourishes de- 
spite all the harsh statements by military 
authorities that the war is far from won 


and that our most difficult fighting and - 


our heaviest Casualties are still ahead of us, 


However, it should not be entirely sur- 
prising, in a highly mechanized war, to 
find that victory on the fighting front is 
still far away while victory on the produc- 
tion front is practically achieved. Plan- 
ning for and actual production of the 
present-day weapons of war must precede 
even the training of troops, let alone the 
combat activities. 


It is generally agreed that we are at or 
near the peak rates of war production, 
Since the placement of foreign contracts 
for aircraft, ammunition and other war 
materiel in 1939 and the beginning of our 
own defense program in 1940, we have wit- 
nessed a phenomenal rise in war produc- 
tion. On the other hand, the consumption 
of this vast output of munitions by our 
own forces in battle has been very slight 
to date. 


Only a Fraction Used 


Of course, a measurable quantity of what 
we have produced has been consumed in 
the process of training our men in uniform, 
Other substantial amounts have been sent 
to our Allies under lend-lease arrange- 
ments and foreign purchase contracts. In 
combat, our Air Force has been using up 
a considerable number of planes, and the 
Navy, the Marines and our Army ground 
forces have consumed a little of what we 
have produced. But on the whole, only a 
fraction of the munitions produced for 
combat purposes has as yet been used 


Moat of our munitions output has served 
to build up the initial equipment or “cap- 
ital” needed by our armed forces. For 
many items, the initial equipment has al- 
ready been fully provided, and current pro- 
duction is for replacement purposes. For 
most other items, the capital requirements 
will be met within the next few months, 
Until and when our large military forces 
engage much more fully in sustained com- 

bat, the actual expenditures or attrition 
rates will continue lower than current pro- 
duction. 


Cause of the Excitement 


What it comes down to is that, while 
we are over the hump on war production, 
we are far from the peak of military oper- 
ations. Only a very modest portion of our 
men in uniform has seen action up to this 
time. In truth, we have just begun to en- 
gage the enemy. 

What has precipitated most of the excite- 
ment about reconversion is the cancella- 
tions which have already taken place. As 
was indicated recently in the OWI report 
and in WPB Executive Vice-Chairman 
Charles E. Wilson’s speech before the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, in 
coming months the increases will at least 
offset the declines. Until the middle of 
1944 or an earlier victory in Europe, no 
over-all decline in war production is con- 
templated. But even if the war in Europe 
continues, a moderate drop in the final 
half of 1944 is to be expected; indeed, such 
a curtailment is projected in the Presi- 
dent’s budget message. 


Some people are inclined to hush-hush 


the declines in total war production which ® 


will come a few months hence on the 
ground that such discussions may seriously 
handicap the war effort. Yet a failure to 
be prepared for declines in war production 
cannot help but bring confusion and some 
unnecessary unemployment during the pe- 
riod of readjustment, 


What is needed is adult realism and ob- 
jective appraisal of what is ahead. Of 
course, a mad rush by industry to be re- 
lieved of war contracts and.to engage in 
civilian production at the expense of meet- 
ing continued military requirements could 
not, under any circumstances, be condoned. 
Any such failure to produce needed muni- 
tions while our troops were fighting and 
dying on foreign soil would bring bitter 
and justified criticism on Goverament, in- 
dustry and labor, 


All this adds up to the need for exercis- 
ing care in the lifting of restrictions on 
civilian production, 


Decisions Far in Advance 


Greater precision than ever before is 
needed in carefully estimating the contin- 
ued requirements of our Army and our 
Navy, and in determining just what re- 
sources will be avaitable for the resump- 
tion of peacetime production. 

It is generally recognized that our con- 
trol over-the flow of raw materials and use 
of labor and of facilities has not been air- 
tight. The mechanisms which were devel- 
oped for the distribution of materials were 
never adequate to insure that all war pro- 
duction would come ahead of non-essential 
civilian production. Restrictive orders on 
civilian production were also necessary. 


Likewise, in the difficult months ahead, 
the lifting of the restrictions on civilian 
production must be heavily relied upon 
as the mechanism for effectively directing 
the orderly flow of resources, : 


The problems which face the WPB are 
extremely difficult. The fullest co-opera- 
tion of the armed services and of industry 
and labor will be needed in order to avoid 
any letup in essential war production and 
at the same time to redirect those re- 
sources which can be released from war 
production into effective channels for civil- 
jan production. 

Decisions will have to be made a con- 
siderable time ahead of the event, and the 
magnitudes must not be in large error. It 
is a problem in co-ordination and timing.

A One-Man Rescue Expedition 
To Save Writers From Critics 


“From Shakespeare te Joyce,” by Elmer Edgar 
Stoll. (Doubleday, Doran & Co., Garden City, 
N. Y.) 

The critical studies here presented cover 
a rather wide field, but do not pretend to 
cover it completely or in fixed proportion, 
Though the book is to a degree a miscel- 
lany, it has a unity derived from the writ- 
er’a basic convictions about literature and 
whom it is created for. 

Shakespeare has been the subject of 
earlier books by the author. He is the 
subject of eight of the 21 present studies 
and is involved in others. Once, humor- 
ously, this partiality is acknowledged: 
“Passing (for once) Shakespeare by.” Four 
chapters discuss phases of Milton. Joyce 
is the chief matter in “Psychoanalysis in 
Criticism.” The writer also discusses 
Freudian influence on recent criticism of 
Sophocles, Dickens and Kipling. 


Mr. Stoll has a little less than nothing 
to say for the psychoanalyst as critic, and 
not much for the same person as creative 
writer. There are single case studies, as 
of Constance in Browning’s “In a Balcony.” 
“Heroes and Villains: Shakespeare, Mid- 
dleton, Byron, Dickens” is a study in type 
characteristics. 

However, the book is not just about 
Othello or Tess or Stendhal or Byron. It 
is really about several major beliefs of the 
writer, and others sometimes inherent in 
these. He believes (passing strange that 
one should have to champion this belief) 
“that a work of art does not. . change 
as the criticism changes”; “that there is 
meaning in poetry”; “that the greatest 
poetry or drama is (more or less) for all 
men and not a puzzle for any.” 

Mr. Stoll believes that the author, except 
in subordinate matters, does not realis- 
tically reflect his time but its taste and 
his own; that Shakespeare did not intend 
us to infer things he definitely did not 
put into his plays; that drama centers in 
action, not in character; that not probabil- 
ity is the dramatist’s concern, but such 
dramatic situation as creates interest and 
opportunity for passion. Whether the essay 
titles indicate a work, a character or an 
idea, they center in conception or convic- 
tion. 


The author jsays that he is frankly con- 
troversial, argumentative. He is combat- 
ing the critics. “The main hindrance to 
the understanding and sympathetic appre- 
ciation of the great national literary fig- 
ures, discussed and interpreted through the 
centuries, is the criticism itself.” Critics 
have so presented the writer that the lat- 
ter, as it were, has become, not a poet, not 
a novelist, or a dramatist, but the critic 
himself: a psychologist, a philosopher, an 
antiquarian or historian. 

To rescue the writer from this sort of 
evil enchantment and restore him to his 
own shape is Mr. Stoll’s purpose. And he 
wishes to do this also for the sake of the 
reader, for “all men,” even for you and 
me. So he is worth listening to.

unwitting Axis agents. 
The survey purposely did not 
include North Americans. It 


shows Argentina’s South Ameri- 


can neighbors as genuinely eager 
to see it resume its course of de- 
mocracy, and that the cooler 
heads of the administration agree 


with the President's own opinion’ 


that Argentina must take that 
dine beyond all shadow of a doubt. 

Those who know agree with 
Ramirez that Argentina could not 
bear the kind of economic pres- 
sure with which it was threatened. 
The United States’ was’ under- 
stood to be ready to announce a 
blockade of Argentine funds, and 
other measures in which Britain 
would have concurred, 

This threat has been effaced, at 
least momentarily, by the rup- 
ture with the Axis. 


Nationalist Reaction. 


The Argentine government is 
eareful to avoid any implication 
that it was influenced by such 
outside pressure, apparently fear- 
ing it would lose prestige intern- 
ally if this reality were known. 
However, nationalistic elements 
already have branded Ramirez as 
yielding to “imperialist pressure,” 
the words used by officials of the 
city of Tuciuman in decreeing a 
week of mourning over the rup- 
ture, and by nationalist groups 
which distributed pamphlets in 
Buenos Aires. The menace of re- 
action has not yet disappeared, 
so Ramirez has to act carefully 
in swinging the whole adminis- 
tration to democracy. 


He needs the support of demo- 
cratic leaders, but at this writing 
there is hardly one who is not 
resentful and suspicious, bruised 
by the boot of army rule which 
swept Ramirez into power. 


It was this army rule which 
hamstrung Ramirez himself prior 
to the rupture with the Axis. Ac- 
tually, he was president by con- 
sent of a group of officers who 
were not always in agreement and 
who forced him to adopt, on many 
important issues, a day-to-day 
policy which varied as sentiment 
in his officers’ group changed. 
Thus, for the sake of expediency, 
he has been forced to sign decrees 
repulsive to Argentina’s demo- 
cratic tradition—and they have 
not always been enforced. 
Ramirez’ Record. 

The President's public record, 
dating back to the Uruburu revo- 
lution in 1930, shows him speak- 
ing and acting always for a clean- 
er, stronger democracy. While 
that revolution, undertaken to 
strike down an extremely corrupt 
and incompetent administration, 
was still young—applauded and 
successful—he walked out on it 
because a number of politicians 
suspected that corruption alread 
had entered the new regime. : 


Ramirez actually believes in the 
possible government con- 
sistent with the individual freedom 
of man. He regarded with dis- 
gust the political venality and 
corruption which marked the era 
from 1932 to June 4, 1943, as 
epitomized by a remark of: Presi- 
dent Ramon Castillo just before 
he was overthrown. Why, Castillo 
demanded, did everyone ask him 
if his successor was to be picked 
in a fraudulent election, when all 
Argentines knew that fraudulent 
elections were “endemic to the 
country”? | 

Col. Juan D. Peron, one of 
Ramirez's principal followers, has 
said that of 3600 active followers 
of Ramirez in the army, 3300 
agree with the revolutionary pro- 
cess launched last June. ‘This in- 
cludes most of the officers, who 
were nurtured, in mind and char- 
acter, by Gen. Jose de San Martin, 
who refused to lead any movement 
that meant the shedding of the 
blood of Argentines to benefit 
some ambitious despot or oligar- 
chical group. However, San Mar- 
tin was uncompromising in his 
opposition to the slightest sug- 
gestion of either force or bribery 
from-abroad. This has been the 
greatest stumbling block in the 
efforts of Ramirez to line up with 
the United Nations. 

Axis Dupes in Army. 

The survey indicated that some 
Argentine officers have even gone 
so far in their professional ad- 
‘miration for Germany’s early vic- 
tories and their professional mis- 
trust for the United States and 
Britain—who are economically 
dominant in Argentina—that they 
have fallen dupeg to able Axis 
espionage agents and are now 
compromised. Those who were 
not compromised were cajoled by 
a play on their hauteur into 
strong opposition to the wealthy 
and big powers—the United States 
and Great Britain. 


Thus it was that each time 
Ramirez moved toward Allied co- 
operation he found determined op- 
position in his own camp. Since 
his power is derived from that 
camp alone, he had to stay close 
to his followers, hoping and 
working for their agreement, 


This situation was made more 
acute by the fact that the army 
movement which put Ramirez in 
office was not cohesive. It was 
precipitous and chaotic, and the 
characteristics remain. The plot- 
ters were caught unawares by the 
arrest of Ramirez, who was then

Castillo’s Minister of War, and 
decided to strike at dawn June 4.

Through lack of co-ordination, 
there were two Presidents in 48 
hours. The first, Gen, Arturo Raw- 
son, resigned when unable to form 
a cabinet acceptable to other army 
officers. 

Many Contradictions. 

Since that time there have been 
any number of contraditions, Ra- 
mirez has been misjudged, eyen by 
some close diplomatic observers, 
as “a weakling,” or has been pic- 
tured as under the “dominance” 
of Col. Peron or of Col. Enrique 
P. Gonzalez, his executive secre- 
tary, or of an organization known 
by the initials “G, O. U.”~-initials 
which are held to mean “United 
Officers Group.” 


These were the chaotic condi- 
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tions with which the Allies had to 
cope in dealing with Argentina’s 
neutrality policy. Rawson, and 
then Ramirez, kept assuring the 
American diplomatic corps of their 
intentions to break with the Axis, 
but neutrality was maintained. 


This finally developed to a point 
where the word of the Government 
was doubted and set the stage for 
busy Axis agents, who worked up 
an antipathy against the United 
States and Britain and succeeded 
in creating an almost intolerable 
tension between those countries 
and Argentina. : 

It was then that the arrest by 
the British at Trinidad of Osmar 
Helmuth, newly-appointed. Argen- 
tine Consul on his way to Barcelo- 
na, gave Washington and London 
an opening. For Helmuth con- 
fessed to being an Axis spy. 

The spy ring was shown to be 
working inside Argentina to the 
detriment of its neighbors and its 
close friend and chief customer, 
Britain. The good names of a 
number of Argentina officials were 
involved. Cordell Hull might have 
made the facts public, seconded 
by British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden, 

Another Latin-American Govern- 
ment told Argentine authorities of 
this possibility and its unfortunate 
consequences, 


Quick Action Taken. .

Meanwhile, Ramirez was able, 
at last, to impress his army co- 
horts with the damage being done 
by Argentina’s neutrality policy, 
which Germany and Japan had 
utilized against other American 
republics. He took a firm, success- 
ful stand, At 2 a. m, on Jan. 26 
he gained sufficient support to 
make it safe to move, ’ 

But he did not stop there. He 
publicly castigated nationalist ex- 
tremists, who, he said, were inim- 
ical to the Argentine tradition of 
democracy. He promised full res- 
toration of civil liberties and indi- 
cated elections would be held, 

Finally, he received a pledge 
from the army men, who declared 
Ramirez “was and is” the leader, 
the “very nerve and brain” of the 
revolution. The signers included: 


Col. Peron, sparkplug of a group 
of Colonels who serve under Rami- 
rez; Col. Avalos, commander of the 
Campo de Mayo garrison, which is 
now said to number 35,000 men 
and thus rahks as Argentina’s 
most formidable striking force, 
should force be necessary; Col. 
Gonzalez, executive secretary of 
the President's office; Lt. Col. To- 
mas Duco, commander of the 
Third Infantry Regiment, whose 
1500 soldiers are quartered inside 
Buenos Aires; Col. Emilio Ramirez, 
who, as police chief of Buenos 
Aires, commands a large armed 
force, and Lt. Col. Anibal Inbert, 
director general of the postal and 
telegraph services.

Rickety Trucks 
Keeping Supplies 
Moving in China

NEW DELHI, Feb. 5. 
N American transportation ex- 
pert who has just returned 
here from China spoke highly 
today of the ingenuity and re- 
sourcefulness displayed by the 
Chinese in keeping their truck 
lines and railways in operation 
despite the Japanese. blockade, 
which for more than two’ years 
has prevented the importation of 
new equipment or parts. 

Thanks to baling wire, home- 
made parts and Chinese genius for 
improvisation, ancient and decrepit 
vehicles are still carrying supplies 
to American and Chinese bases 
deep in the interior. 

Lt. Col, M. E. Sheahan of Chi- 
cago, as deputy commander of 
transportation for the Services of 
Supply in this theater, is responsi- 
ble for transporting to our air 
force in China the supplies that 
have been flown across the Hima- 
layan barrier from India. In 
many ways the difficulty of push- 
ing these materials over China's 
roads, rivers and trails is as great 
as the initial stage of flying them 
over the “hump.” 


Has 10,000 Trucks. 


According to Sheahan, China to- 
day has some 10,000 trucks in 
operation throughout its vast area 
—only 10,000 trucks to supply an 
army of several millions and to 
carry fuel and other requirements 
to advance American air\ bases. 
These are supplemented by a few 
hundred miles of railway and a 
network of waterways and cart 
trails, which are being increasing- 
ly utilized as motor vehicles fall 
apart. Few of China’s motor ve- 
hicles are less than three years 
old and some have done as much 
as 10 years’ service. Some are s0 
patched up that they bear little 
/resemblance to their original ap- 
pearance. 

More than half the trucks in 
China have been converted to 
charcoal.burners because of the 
acute shortage of fuel, Sheahan 
said. The majority of the rest 
burn alcohol made from rice and 
a few use low-octane gasoline dis- 
tilled from wood oil or hauled 1500 
miles from a small oil. field in 
Kansu province. 

At least as many automobiles 
are standing idle in China for lack 
of parts or fuel as are in use. 
They are gradually being disman- 
tled to provide parts for machines 
still in service. Hundreds of Chi- 
na’s craftsmen have turned their 
talents to fashioning parts for au- 
tomobiles and are turning out in- 
tricate bits of mechanism by hand. 


Tire Situation Fair. 
Just before the Burma Road 
was shut, considerable numbers of

the tire position is not too bad. 
The Chinese also have a fair sup- 
ply of rubber for repair purposes. 
During the last confused weeks 
of the Burma Road, hundreds of 
tins of a substance believed to 
have been oil was rushed to Chi- 
na. It turned out to be liquid 
latex, which today is precious.

ITH the invasion of the Marshall Islands by United States

The history of war 
probably shows no parallel for the 
weight of metal by air and sea 
brought to bear on such concen- 
trated targets to clear the way 
for landing forces. ‘An American 
casualty ratio so low as to amaze 
the officers in command resulted. 

The contrast with the heavy 
cost at. Tarawa in the Gilberts was 
startling. It shows that every 
bitter lesson in the technique of 
atoll warfare learned in the Gil- 
berts or elsewhere Was success- 
fully woven into the Marshalls op- 
eration plan. * 

It demonstrates, too, that Ameri- 
can sea and air power in the Pa- 


cific has been brought to a point 
which, without’ harm to the war 


effort in Europe, now permits 
multiple offensives on far sepa- 
rated fronts simultaneously.

The Journal predicted that the 
next American step, after reduc- 
ing the Marshall Islands, wijl be 
to use the bases there for a new 
westward surge to Ponape, Japa- 
nese naval and air base to the 
west. 

Wake Island, north of the Mar- 
shalls, now has been neutralized 
with the destruction by bombing 
of its oil tanks and defenses, the 
Journal said. Before those facili- 
ties can be restored we shall have 
completed possession of the Mar- 
shalls and Wake then will be un- 
tenable, the publication said, then 
added: 

“That it will be regained by us 
is a foregone conclusion, This can 
be prevented only by the defeat of 
our fleet and the fact that the 
Japanese have had no ships in the 
vicinity of the Marshalls is an in- 
dication that they have determined 
not to take that risk. 

“We do not know, of course, 
where the fleet will appear, but 
the strategy which has been pur- 
sued shows it will remain close to 
its bases nearer home, perhaps be- 
tween Truk and Guam.”

RENCHMEN of Adolf Hitler's 

fortress Europe today are ait- 

ting on a powder barrel which 
needs only a spark to set it off. 
Tension constantly tightens. The 
when, where and how of the com- 
ing Allied invasion is the chief 
preoccupation.

ITHOUT Siberia, Russia might not be winning the war. 


Be- 


cause of Siberia, Russia already is the most powerful nation 
in Asia—her steel and iron production and machine building 
top Japan by a substantial margin. 


Siberia is immense and at one 
place is only a few miles away 
from the American territory of 
Alaska. Those facts make Siberia, 
especially for Americans, one of 
the most important lands in the 
world. 

Russians everywhere are becom- 
ing more and more Siberia con- 
scious. The other evening I went 
for supper to the home of a Rus- 
sian in Moscow, and the butter we 
ate had come all the way from 


on our bread was from Krasno- 
yarsk. Some of the finest honey 
in Russia is produced in Siberia, 
also some of the finest dairy 
foods, wheat, fish and beef. 


Now that the hunting season is 
on, American and British fur buy- 
ers are busy buying and shipping 
beau martens, stone martens, white | 


fitch, squirrels, sables arid other |” 


fur, the quality of which is un-| 
matched anywhere else in the 
world. 

Those of us who were here at 
the outbreak of the Russo-German 
war refused to be impressed by 
the predictions of Generals and 
diplomats that Russia was doomed 
because she could never cope with 
Hitler’s highly modernized and 
mechanized Reichswehr. We knew 
that if the worst happened the 
Red Army could retreat to Siberia 
and there stand off any army or 
armies and eventually win the 
war. We knew that in Siberia the 
Red Army would lack neither 
armaments nor food, 


‘The Great Wonderland.’ 


During two journeys to Siberia 
in pre-war times, I often heard the 
Siberians speak of their country as 
“the great wonderland,” the hid- 
den riches of which had been as 
yet barely uncovered. But the 
other day when interviewing Pro- 
fessor Nikolay Tsitsin, whose ex- 
periments in perennial wheat, rich 
glutenoug rye, grafting of vege- 
tables on frees and fruit on vege- 
tables have made him, despite his 
youth, one of the best known scien- 
tists in Russia, I heard him, too, 
speak of Siberia as Russia's “great 
wonderland.” 

This, of course, Is contrary to the 
widespread belief in the outside 
world that Siberia is only a bleak, 
frozen wilderness. 

“T have been in the Crimea,” 
said the professor, “I have climbed 
mountains, but never have I had 
the sense of adventure as a human 
being and as a scientist as when I 
climbed mountains in Siberia. Al- 
ways there was something about 
the Siberian mountains to chal- 
lenge the mind and imagination— 
we are just beginning to tap the 
vast riches stored in these Siberian 
mountains, riches of flora, fauna 
and minerals.” 


Try Perennial Wheat. 


Professor Tsitsin passed 12 years 
in Siberia, has traveled widely all 
over the country, and some of his 
most important experiments, par- 
ticularly with perennial wheat, 
were carried out there. He still 
supervises the experiment station 
at Omsk and goes to Siberia twice 
a year, 

“Once when I was on a jour- 
ney,” he said, “I was some 700 
kilometers from Omsk when of a 
sudden I ran into a vast clover 
field. It was wild clover, so I 
stopped to investigate it. It was 
waist high and so.thick I couldn’t 
walk through it. I might as well 
have been walking in deep snow. 
Yet no one was cutting the clover; 
it was just going to waste. Our 
pioneering had not caught up that 
far. What wonderful fodder that 
clover would have made!” 

I asked the professor what new 
}crops were being cultivated in Si- 
beria now. He said: 

“We are experimenting with lots 
of things. We are still pioneering. 
But we can already grow sugar 
beets. The sugar is yellowish but 
of ‘excellent quality. There is 
plenty of moisture in Siberia, so we 
have no irrigation problem, and 
think what it will mean when we 
will no longer need shipping from 
the Allies for sugar from Europe. 


Of course we are just starting 
sugar plantations in Siberia. 

“We are also beginning to grow 
cogzagys, our rubber plant. It was 
started six years ago as an expert- 
ment. Now it is no longer an ex- 
periment.” 

“Can you cultivate tobacco 
there?” I asked. 

“Yes, we are cultivating it, even 
the finest brands, though still on 
very limited acreage,” he replied. 

“What about corn?” I queried. 

“For corn the climate is too se 
vere,” answered the professor. 
“That is, for grain corn. We can 
count only on 90 frostless days, 
which is not enough to ripen corn. 
But we grow corn fodder. The 
stalks are high and the solid green 
ears make wonderful ensilage. 
Some farms in Siberia already 
have towering silos as in Amer 


“At present we are cultivating 
corn only in the middle belt 
through which the railroad pass- 


es, but we hope to push ensilage 
corn farther and farther north. 


Violence of Winters. * 


The professor paused a moment 
and asked if I ever had been in 
Siberia in winter. I shook my 
head. 

“Then you don’t know what the 
Siberian purga is like. The wind 
is so violent that it almost lifts 
up the earth. It sWeeps the snow 
off the fields and exposes the - 
plants, which get winter-killed. 
But we are remedying that now— 
building belts of trees to hold up 
the snow and save the crops from 
freezing.” 

He asked me to follow him out 
of doors, where, all around a little 
timber hut which is his office, 
were experimental fields. We 
came to an inclosed plot of ground. 

“Here,” said the professor, “is 
an apple tree.” 

There was no tree, that is, no 
tree standing up, but lying down 
like vines. 

“Fruit trees,” the professor ex- 
plained, “except those 
wild, small, sour fruit, would freeze 
in winter, so we pin the limbs to 
the ground, Every year when new 
limbs come up, those we do not 
trim are pinned down. In winter 
the snow sweeps over the vines, 
the trees don’t freeze, and we get 
remarkable fruit—apples, pears, 
cherries and other fruit. But we 
have to be careful to build fences 
around these orchards so that the 
storms don’t blow away the snow. 
We use native trees for these 
fences. 

“In time, Siberia will become 
great fruit country, which it nev- 
er had been before.” 


Tomatoes Being Grown. 


We went back to the office and 
sat down. 

“Way up in Yakutia,” Prof. 
Tsitsin went on, “there is the vil- 
lage of Pokrovskoye. I have been 
there and they have fresh to- 
matoes in winter, not grown in 
hothouses, 

“During 90 days of summer, 
they have almost continuous sun 
there. The tomatoes grow fast 
and large but do not ripen. The 
inhabitants pick them green and 
put them away in a warm place, 
and when they ripen they freeze 
them somewhere outside the 
house.. Whenever they want a to- 
mato, they melt it in cold water 
and the results is a fresh, de 
licious tomato.” 

On and on the professor talked 
of Siberia, and I finally - asked 
him: “Would you rather live in 
Siberia than in European Russia?” 

“Yes,” answered the professor. 
“T would rather live in Siberia 
than anywhere else. There are 
cities there, universities, of 
them, and many more will be built 
in the future. 

“We can grow food crops there 
which no one in the old days imag- 
ined could survive the Siberian 
climate. It is a rich, exciting 
country, especially for the scien- 
tist, who is always looking for 
new secrets to unlock in nature. 
It is a real wonderland.”

He was in Milwaukee today lay- 
ing down the lines of the cam- 
paign for the election in the Wis- 
consin April primary of delegates 
pledged to him at the Republican 
convention in Chicago in June. At 
the same time his advisers were 
in Chicago countering a move in- 
tended to embarass him in the Illi- 
nois primary race, 

McCormick Entered in Race. 


Willkie received word yesterday 
that the Republican Nationalist 
Revival Committee had _ entered 
Col. Robert R. McCormick, pub- 
lisher of the Chicago Tribune, in 
the primary race. Petitions were 
filed today. Previously Willkie had 
said if McCormick got. in, he 
would promptly file in his own be- 
half and debate the issues with 
the doughty Colonel. 

(Willkie, changing trains at Chi- 
eago today, elaborated on his at- 
titude toward a possible primary 
contest with McCormick. 

(“If the Colonel merely lets his 
name be filed by someone else, I 
probably will not do anything 
about it because this (Illinois) pri- 
mary is purely advisory,” he said. 
“But if the Colonel will travel up 
and down the state debating the 
issues with me, I will file.”’) 

Some time ago McCormick de- 
clared that he would not run in 
the primary, 

Asked About ‘Trap.’ 

Certain of Willkie’s friends sug- 
gested the whole move was a trap 
to get him into the primary race 
in Illinois. His reply was typical 
of his attitude toward the presi- 
dential race. 

“Trap?” he said. “There’s noth- 
ing I would like better than to 
go up and down the State ofllli- 
nois debating the issues of this 
campaign with Col. McCormick. 
It wouldn’t matter how many 
votes I got. The important thing 
would be to get the main issues 
out on the record—what he stands 
for and what I stand for in this 
critical year.” 

The man who was the Repub- 
lican standard bearer in 1940 has 
no illusions about the fight ahead 
of him. He is well aware of the 
power of his enemies within the 
party. ! 
Wisconsin “Toughest Test.” 

“In going into the Wisconsin 
primary,” he told the Post-Dis- 
patch, “I realize I have picked 
just about the toughest test I 
could find. The State, under the 
La Follettes, both young and old, 
has had an educati-n in isolation- 
ism. Only recently Senator La 
Follette voted against the Senate 
resolution approving the Moscow 
conference. 

“There are elements in the State 
determinedly opposed, for many 
reasons, to international co-opera- 
tion. There is a background of 
resistance to the last war. But I 
am going in there and make a 
hard campaign. 

“T will return from the present 
trip about Feb. 22 or 23. Toward 
the middle of March I shall go 
out to Wisconsin and campaign 
for the April 4 primary.

Stops in Middle West. 


The itinerary shows that on his 
return trip Willkie will stop in 
the Middle West with two of his 
most ardent backers. In Minne- 
apolis he will stay with John 
Cowles, newspaper publisher, and 
in Des Moines with Gardner 
Cowles Jr., also of the publishing 
family. Ever since before the Re- 
publican convention in 1940 the 
Cowles brothers have championed 
Willkie, and recently in the course 
of the “get Willkie” campaign an 
effort was made to link them to 
a “Wall Street plot” to put Willkie 
over on the Republicans.

of any activity incompatible with 
the duties of his office. 

This about Frankfurter is inter- 
olated in fairness to a much crit- 
cised man—criticised, as Rodell 

points out, both from the right 
and the left. It has nothing to do 
with the cleavages on the Court. 

Like-Minded Group of Four. 

Now whatever may be thought 
of Rodell’s characterizations of 
the various members of the Court 
—and they are the estimates, it 
should be remembered, of one 
who sympathizes with the ex- 
treme leftist chamber and believes 
that Frankfurter and Jackson 
have fallen away from the true 
faith—it is unquestionable that 
Black, Douglas, Murphy and Rut- 
ledge are a highly iike-minded 
group on one side of the Court, 
the “liberal” side for want of a 
better word; that Roberts and 
Stone are on the right, or “con- 
servative,” side, though Stone 
ceases to be a conservative on 
civil liberties issues, and that 
somewhere between these two 
groups are Reed, Jackson and 
Frankfurter. 

It is largely these three, as Prof. 
Pritchett says, who have upset the 
predictions that all the New Deal 
appointees would act. uniformly. 


Prof. Pritchett’s illuminating 
figures, which carry forward into 
the 1942-43 term a long-time study 
of the voting behavior of the 
Court, show that for the six court 
terms preceding that in which the 
first Roosevelt appointees took 
their seats there were dissents to 
only 16 per cent of all the full 
Opinions written by the Court, 
while for the reorganized Court, 
-38 Phrough 
1942-43, the figure on dissents was 
33 per cent—or more than twice as 
great. The curve of dissent shows 
an upward trend to a record- 
es 44 per cent for the 1942- 


rm. 
To put the situation in another 
way, the justices in the six years 
before reorganization cast an aver- 
age of 68 dissenting votes a term, 
whereas the average for the six 
years after reorganization began 
was 124 a term. 


“Left Wing” Fairly Cohesive. 

Prof. itchett’s tables reveal 
the close philosophical tie between 
Black and Douglas. Figures on 
the non-unanimous decisions in 
which they participated during the 
1942-43 term, whether on the ma- 
jority or minority side, show 
agreement in 93 per cent of the 
decisions. 

The whole of the left-wing group 
is shown to be “fairly cohesive,” 
the rates of agreement for pairs 
of justices ranging from 73 per 
cent up to the Black-Douglas maxi- 
mum, On the right-wing side 
there is somewhat less cohesion, 
the rates of agreement ranging 
from 57 to 76 per cent—the latter 
for the relationship’ between 
Frankfurter and Reed. 

Prof. Pritchett groups the non- 
unanimoys cases affecting “public 
in five categories: (1) 
civil liberties, (2) federal taxa- 
tion, (3) business regulation, (4) 
federal-state conflict and (5) 
workmen’s compensation and 
bankruptcy cases. Some interest- 
ing conclusions emerge. 

The four justices of the ‘left- 
wing bloc are shown to be by far 
the most consistent supporters of 
civil liberties, In this cate 
gory they are joined by Chief 
Justice Stone, whose strong 
civil liberties views, as Prof. 
Pritchett recalls, were drama- 
tized in 1940 by his powerful one- 
man dissent prot@ting against 
the Court's decision. in the com- 
pulsory-flag-salute case. 

Complex Pattern on Tax Issues. 

In the field of federal taxation 
the pattern becomes more com- 
plex. The sympathies of Black, 
Douglas and Rutledge, who were 
with the individual against the 
Government in the civil rights 
cases, now switch to the Govern- 
ment against the individual. Rob- 
erts, making a contrary switch, is 
now found with the individual. 
Murphy tends to leave the left- 
wing group on this issue and 
Frankfurter tends to join them. 

In the regulation-of-business 
category Black and Douglas voted 
to uphold regulatory action in 16 
out of 18 cases and Roberts voted 
to strike it down in 18 out of 19. 
Murphy and Rutledge were con- 


J 


sistently with the Government, 
and Jackson, Reed and Frank- 
furter were with the Government, 
slightly more often than with busi- 
ness, The Chief Justice leaned 
slightly to the business side. 

In cases involving Federal-state 
conflicts utledge, Jackson, 
Murphy and Frankfurther were 
the justices who most often upheld 
the state point of view. 


A significant division of opin- 
ion was shown in the cases aris- 
ing tnder the employes’ compen- 
sation and the bankruptcy laws. 
Black, Douglas, Murphy and Rut- 
ledge were an unbroken unit in 
this category, voting in all in- 
stances for the employe and the 
debtor. Roberts and Stone were 
on the other side almost as mark- 
edly, and Jackson, Reed and 
Frankfurter occupied the middle 
ground. 


Frankfurter Obiter Dictum. 

One important line of cleavage 
in the Court was brought to view 
by the recent Black-Murphy caus- 
tic statement on an obiter dictum 
by Frankfurter in the Hope Na- 
tural Gas case. Frankfurter 
wrote in his dissenting opinion 
that “Congressional acquiescence 
to date in the doctrine of Chicago 
etc. Railway Co. vs. Minnesota 
may fairly be claimed.” That was 
the doctrine, as the justice stated 
it, that “the final say under the 
Constitution lies with the judici- 
ary and not the legislature.” 

Black and Murphy, addressing 
a separate opinion solely to the 
remarks of Frankfurter, observed 
tartly that. he had made “a wholly 
gratuitous assertion as to consti- 
tutional law.” 

“We feel compelled to say,” they 
wrote, “that we do not understand 
that Congress voluntarily has ac- 
quiesced in a constitutional prin- 
ciple of government that. courts, 
rather than legislative bodies, 
possess final authority over regu- 
lation of economic affairs. Even 
this Court has not always em- 
braced that principle, and we wish 
to repeat that we have never ac- 
quiesced in it, and do not pow.” 

The same two justices, in an- 
other case, lectured Frankfurter 
for what they said was his pro- 
posal to interpret the patent laws 
on the basis of his “personal 
views on ‘morals’ and ‘ethics,’” 

Hope Gas Case Split. 

The Hope case showed 
Black, Douglas, Murphy and Rut- 
ledge on one side, joined by Chief 
Justice Stone, and Frankfurter, 
Reed and Jackson on the other. 
(Roberts did not participate.) 

This case, in which the old 
Smyth vs. Ames utility 1:ate-mak- 
ing rule received its death blow, 


well illustrates the point that al- 


though the Roosevelt justices fre- 
quently split, there is small com- 
fort in that fact for those who 
support the conservative doctrines 
of the old Court. 


The justices who disagreed with 
the majority finding did so for 
reasons wholly unrelated to 
Smyth vs. Ames. Jackson's dis- 
sent, indeed, spoke disparagingly 
of judicial “backseat drivers of 
the price-fixing machine” and 
recommended for the natural gas 
industry a rate-making procedure 
that many might regard as more 
radical than the proposal of the 
majority. ° 

Frankfurter, supporting Jack- 
son in dissent, spoke of the 
“hodge-podge of the rule in Smyth 
vs. Ames.” The rule of “stare 
decisis” meant as little to the dis- 
senters in the Hope case ag to the 
majority. 

The Court is split, yes, and it 
has become unpredictable, but it 
is split, as the dissents show, 
along lines well inside a philos- 
ophy far removed from the con- 
servatism of the old Court. When 
Frankfurter, for example, is de- 
scribed today as a conservative, 
the relativity of that term should 
be remembered. If he stands to 
the right of Black-Douglas, he is 
immeasurably to the left of Butler- 
McReynolds. Better than anything 
else, the symbolic case of Roberts 
measures the change in the Court: 
once the middle man, he stands 
now at the extreme right. 

In the great battle over consti- 
tutional interpretation the con- 
servatives have heen routed, and 
the “new dissents” of today, as 
Prof, Pritchett suggests, are in 
the nature of guerrilla fighting 
among the winners.

Negro Counts New Deal Gains, 
Still Demands Full Freedom

aid to the Secretary of War, a 
director of Negro activities for the 
National Youth Administration, a 
director of Negro Man-power Serv- 
ice for the War Man-power Board, 
and similar posts, 

Nor have they forgotten the 
broad Rooseveltian social welfare 
programs that served as lifebelts 
not only to the Negro but to the 
great masses of “have-nots” dur- 
ing the depression years. 

As the most ill-clad, ilf-housed 
poorly-fed portion of the nation, 
they naturally benefited measur- 
ably from public housing projects 


sponsored by the United States 


Housi Administration, from 
youth tivities financed by the 
NYA and CCC, from aid to small 
farmers provided by the Farm Se- 
ors A Administration, and most 
effectively, from the bountiful 
fount of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration and Works Projects 
Administration, 
Negro Still Dissatisfied. 

In light of these specific ad- 
vances for the colored race during 
the Roosevelt ‘administration, the 
question naturally arises as to the 
reason for continued race fric- 
tions, the disaffection of many 
Negroes for the New Deal, and 
Negro dissatisfaction with the 
pace of their progress. The rea- 
sons are obviously complex, deal- 
ing as they must with the whole 
race issue, but Dr. Robert C. Wea- 
ver, Who recently quit his post as 
race relations adviser to the War 
Manpower Commission, in resign- 
ing made some pertinent observa- 
tions. 

Dr. Weaver, one of the nation’s 
outstanding Negro leaders, gave 


high praise to the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, but said he was dis- 


~ 


cy administrat because they 
allow themselves to be intimidated 
by Congress in dealing with Negro 
problems. Southern Democrats 
aligned with reactionary Northern 
Republicans in Congress wield 
considerable influence over admin- 
istrators by threatening to with- 
hold their agency appropriations, 
he said, and thus are able to sabo- 
tage sincere attempts of the agen- 
cles to “be fair” to Negroes, 

As to the continued racé fric- 
tions, and the charge that Negroes 
are becoming more and more “de- 
manding” in the face of Roosevelt- 
ian aid, Dr. Weaver stressed that 
in a period of rapid social change, 
racial issues always come to the 
surface. In such times, reaction- 
ary elements fight against the 
breaking down of the caste sys- 
tem, while on the other hand the 
Negroes fight for full freedom 
rather than for a piece of it, he 
said. A man in a straitjacket, he 
went on in illustration, is not 
made content by the freeing of one 
arm, but must struggle to gain 
complete release, and so it is with 
the American Negro. 


Assessment of Gains, 


In assessing the gains made 
under the New Deal, Negro lead- 
ers turn back the pages of Ameri- 
can history to the Civil War era. 
aa’ § bear in mind that after the 
Civil War members of their race 
were elected to the Senate and 
House of Representatives, that 
Negroes held important political 
jobs in the Southern states, sup- 
ported by Republicans who sought 
thereby to maintain their own po- 
litical control, 


They have not forgotten, too,

fiery crosses, the Republicans 
backed down as their “champions,” 
and that gradually the Negroes 
lost their Federal jobs and po- 
litical opportunities, 

It is this fear on the part of 
many Southerners that Negroes 
May once again regain the po- 
litical influence of Reconstruction 
“carpetbagging” days that prompts 
much of the emphasis on “white 
supremacy,” and the stubborn ad- 
herence to the poll tax in some 
Southern commonwealth. 

The Northern states, in con- 
trast, have not appeared too con- 
cerned with the theme of “white 
supremacy.” The conflicting views 
have broken into the open on 
Capitol Hill. When the North not 
long ago elected colored Repre- 
sentatives, they” were treated un- 
gallantly by many of the Southern 
House members, and there was 
one scene in which a Capitol res- 
taurant refused to serve a Negro 
member, 

“Cotton Ed” Smith’s Blast. | 

As recently as last month, Sen- 
ator Ellison D. (Cotton Ed) Smith 
of South Carolina, a Democrat, 
made a bitter, confused speech on 
the Senate floor plumping for the 
eternal supremacy of the white 
man over the Negro. His col- 
leagues were amused rather than 
impressed, but the incident did not 
go unnoticed in the Negro press. 
It was the same Senator Smith 
who walked out of a Democratic 
National Convention in Philadel- 
phia because a Negro minister de- 
livered the invocation. 

More recently, Senator John H. 
Overton, Louisiana Democrat, as- 
serted on the Senate floor that 
the proposal to give service men 
a Federal ballot in the coming 
election would tend to tear down 
white supremacy. He explained 
that the solid South must retain 
its “right” to prescribe the quali- 
fications of its voters, instead of 
letting the Federal Government 
automatically dispense with the 


committees, heretofore secret, 
shall be a public record, It is pos- 
sible that the 30-day period for 
committee consideration of bills 
will be made longer than is now 
proposed, there being some ques- 
tions of legislative mechanics 
which would seem to make a 
longer time advisable. 

There have been many instances 
in Missouri of meritorious legisla- 
tion being killed by committees, 
which, influenced by corrupt lob- 
byists, refused to act on  Dills. 
There have been many other in- 
stances in which committee chair- 
men refused to convene their com- 
mittees to act. 

With secret committee votes 
abolished and committee chairmen 
denied the arbitrary power they 
now have, the special interest of 
corrupt lobbyist will be able to do 
little effective work. There will 
be few corrupt ‘when legislators 
are forced to act in public. 

Highway Program. 

Recognizing the fact that in 

the postwar period there will be a 


demand for vast public improve-, 


ments, the Highways Committee 
has adopted proposals under which 
a widely expanded system of high- 
ways will be possible. Under it 
the State will be in a position to 
co-operate fully with the Federal 
Government in its plans for inter- 
regional highways connecting the 
large population centers, and for 
limited access highways. 


The committee has proposed 
that the old prohibition against 
the expenditure of highway funds 
within cities of more than 2500 
population be abandoned and that 
the Highway Commission be au- 
thorized to construct city streets 
which are used in the highway 
system, 

The committee, taking the posi- 
tion that it could not foresee fu- 
ture requirements for highway 
funds, rejected a proposal that it 
limit the gasoline tax rate, That 
was left for the Legislature to de- 
cide. It.did, however, retain the 
important provision earmarking 
automobile and gas tax receipts 
for highway purposes, thus pre- 
venting the Legislature from raid- 
ing the funds for other purposes. 

The Committee on Taxation has 
had a difficult problem in dealing 
with the numerous details of tax- 
ation. It has made progress, but 
is far from the end of its work, 
It has approved proposals for clas- 
sification of pgoperty that differ- 
ent ratés might be applied to dif- 
ferent classes. This is expected 
to reach intangible property, vir- 
tually all of which has been escap- 


ing taxation. The committee 
adopted the principle of assessing 
such property on the basis of its 
earning. 

Non-Partisan Court Plan. 

A major problem, that raised by 
the opposition to the Non-Parti- 
san Court plan, has not yet been 
taken up for solution by the Judi- 
ciliary Committee. Combined in op- 
position to the court plan, adopt- 
ed by the voters in 1940 and re- 
approved by them in 1942, are 
some delegates who undoubtedly 
believe as a matter of principle 
that Judges should be elected and 
some delegates who are also polit- 
ical lawyem and who object to 
taking the courts out of politics 
because the Judges on non-politi- 
cal courts would not be subject to 
their political influence. 


One of the chief opponents of 
the court plan is Delegate Frank 
B. Williams of Springfield, who 
will be absent from the conven- 
tion all this month, being engaged 
in the trial of a long drawn-out 
lawsuit in Arkansas. The com- 
mittee has agreed that it will not 
take up the court plan until his 
return. In the meantime it is 
working on details of a complete 
new judicial code. Chairman Rich- 
ard S. Righter of the committee 
said that he did not believe the 
final report of the committee 
would be delayed by Williams’ ab- 
sence as settlement of other ques- 
tions could well occupy the time 
of the committee for a month. 


The Public Health Committee 
will make its report within a few 
days setting up ample authority 
for the carrying out of all types 
of public health and public wel- 
fare work, and specifically author- 
ae state and federal co-opera- 

on. 


Home Rule for Counties. 


Details of plans for county home 
rule for the larger counties and 
for cities of 10,000 or more popu- 
lation gradually are being worked 
out by two committees on local 
government. Authority will be 
given for the larger counties to 
adopt their own charters, and 
there will be set up authority for 
the Legislature to classify coun- 
ties into not more than four 
classes, making possible the en- 
actment of general laws for the 
government of each class. 

Under the report. of Dr. William 
L. Bradshaw's Local Government 
Committee, it will be possible for 
rural counties to consolidate, but 
no attempt is made to force con- 
solidations, 

The indications are that the 
Committee on Finance will report 
favorably a proposal to permit 


municipalities to issue revenue - 
bonds by majority vote to install 
municipal utility plants. The com- 


‘mittee is closely divided on the 


question of the vote to be re 
quired, privately owned utilities 
having made a vigorous fight for 
a provision of a two-thirds vote. 

Redistricting is one of the trou- 
blesome problems toward the solu- 
tion of which virtually no progress 
hag been made. Generally speak- 
ing, the Republican delegates fa- 
vor a redistricting for the Senate 
by the convention, while the Dem- 
ocrats oppose it. It is uncertain 
whether a complete districting will 
be made. 

Redistricting Probably Out. 

It is virtually certain that, even 
if no agreement can be reached on 
detailed redistricting, the conv 
tion will adopt some sort of plan 
to require such districting each 10 
years. This may be done through 
setting up a redistricting commis- 
sion. There have been suggestions 
that Senators should be elected at 
large if the Legislature fails’ to 
redistrict, the thought behind this 
being that a threat to elect at 
large would force legislative 5 
tion. 

In many other matters the con- 
vention committees have made 
marked progress, but it is probable 
that at least four more months 
will be taken in completing the 
work. 


Comparing the progress of this 
convention with that of the 1922 
convention and that of the 1875 
convention, the present one seems 
to be far behind the others, How- 
ever, a study of the record shows 
that the committees of the present 
convention are doing a much more, 
thorough job in preparing the con- 
crete proposals to be submitted to 
the convention. 

Committee work in the other 
conventions was slipshod in -a 
number of the committees, requir- 
ing that some matters be re-re- 
ferred, and resulting in long de- 
bate. It is the hope of President 
R. E, Blake and other convention 
leaders that the committee thor- 
oughness in this convention will 
mean less debate on the floor and 
quicker action. 


The present policy is to defer 
action on the floor on all matters 
until all committee reports have 
been filed. This may be changed 
in view of the fact that some of 
the committees will not have their 
reports ready until some time in 
March. While there had been 
hopes that the convention would 
complete its work Dy May 1, the 
indications now are that it will be 
in session until June, and. possibly 
until July. .

In retrospect, there can be no 
doubt of the sincerity of the pres- 
ent administration in endeavoring 
to’ alleviate the plight. of the 
American Negro.

fectively, but the forces have been 
set in motion, and doubtless will 
continue to move in their present 
direction.

seeks to do away with those 
“safeguards” which the South has 
undertaken to protect “white con- 
trol” of the local governments 
there. Such Federal action, he in- 
sisted, would throw down the bar- 
riers “which we and our fathers 
before us have built up through 
the years in order to preserve our 
racial integrity and our racial sov- 
ereignty.” 

After Reconstruction Days. 

Turning again from current his- 
tory to recent history, Negroes 
also recall that after Reconstruc- 
tion days the downward trend in 
Negro Federal employment was 
slow, and that by 1900 there were 
still 15,868 Government jobs held 
by them, including many topflight 
appointments, They held positions 
as Collectors of Customs, Collec- 
tors of Ports, paymasters, post- 
masters, even diplomats and State 
Department envoys. 

This was true through the two 
Cleveland administrations, but by 
1913, with the start of the Wilson 
regime, the determination of the 
Southern Democrats to bar the 
Negro from high positions took 
sudden effect. 

A Negro auditor of the Navy 
quit under pressure. The Navy or- 
dered segregation in the use of 
lavatories, and the Treasury soon 
followed suit. Negro postmasters 
were ousted, and with the coming 
of civil service, applicants for jobs 
were required to attach photo- 
graphs to their applications, which 
— discrimination an easy mat- 

er. 

The number of Negroes on the 
Government payroll did go up in 
the Harding, Coolidge and Hoover 
tenures, but for the most part Ne- 
groes thus employed were restrict- 
ed to custodial or other menial 
work, When Franklin Roosevelt 
went to the White House in 
March, 1933, the political role of 
sere! Negro was still near rock bot- 
om, 

Gains of Last 11 Years. 

It has been stepped up many 
notches in the past 11 years. This 
the leaders of the race recognize, 
and yet, as the nation stands at 
the threshold of a new presidential 
election, no one can say with au- 
thority that the bulk of the Negro 
vote will be for the Democratic 
party. 

Dr. Weaver, perhaps, is symbolic 
of this paradoxical situation. He 
is still sympathetic to the New 
Deal, still deeply appreciative of 
the Negro advances made under 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt. But 
he is quitting the administration 
because, in his opinion, the Gov- 
ernment asa whole has not oper- 
ated smoothly enough in its cop- 
ings with the Negro problem, He 
feels that it has been hamstrung 
by reactionary elements in the 
Congress, burdened by administra- 
tors fearful of fighting for what 
they know is right. 

Negroes, he said, resent the fail- 
ure of the administration to speak 
up at the time of the Detroit race 
riot, to give the Negro an equal 
opportunity in the armed services, 
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to back up more militantly its 
credo of equality and freedom. 
The Negro is guided more by 
the future prospect of fair-dealing 
than by past practices, he said. 
Thus for his race the coming elec- 
tion he feels is more than a politi- 
cal battle; it is a consequential 
step in the Negro’s continuing

The four blasts, one of which 
mortally wounded the mother, laid 
bare the tangled, complex life of 
the victim so completely that to- 
day, even the lowliest in Chicago’s 
slums is familiar with all the in- 
timate details of the woman whom 
few knew—and many resented— 
while she rode high in the upper 
eh of wealth, fashion and po- 
sition. 


Detectives rushing into Suite 836 | 


that evening of Jan. 19 learned 
that the seriously wounded wom- 
an, lying in a pool of blood be- 
tween twin beds, was Mrs. Adele 
Swabaker Born Williams, 55, wife 
of Frank Starr Williams, a State 
Department aid in Washington 
and a former United States com- 
mercial] representative at the 
American Embassy in Tokyo.

identified herself as Mrs. Patricia 
Born Goodbody, 28, a beautiful 
woman and the wife of Lewis J. 
Goodbody of Dublin, Ireland, now 
a foreign exchange broker in 
Bombay, India, 

A day later, the “Case of the 
Persian Lamb-Coated Killer’’ be- 
gan to unfold in a mounting 
crescendo as Mrs. Williams 
breathed her last in St. Luke’s 
Hospital, leaving behind only a 
record of her own energetic in- 
ternational life, a fortune in jew- 
els and securities valued at $500,- 
000, but not a trace of a clew to 
the identity of her slayer.

HE first mystery element was 

injected into the case by Mrs. 

Goodbody, only close rangé wit- 
ness to the slaying. Police hopes 
of unearthing a clew or motive 
faded as they heard her out. 

“My mother, who livea in Wash- 
ington, had been visiting my sis- 
ter and me,” she told the police. 
The sister she referred to is Miss 
Elizabeth Born, 33. 

“Mother and I had been to the 
hair dresser. When we got to 
her room in the hotel she tried 
the key and exclaimed, ‘That's 
strange, the door is open!’ I’m 
sure I locked it when I went out.’ 
We went in and thought nothing 
more about it. We sat around for’ 
about, 20 minutes, then I went 
into the bathroom. While there, I 
noticed a movement behind the 
door, and I called out, ‘Mother, 
is there anybody else in the apart- 
ment?’ 

“Before she could answer, a 
woman I never had seen before 
stepped from behind the door. She 
was wearing a black Persian lamb 
coat and red flowers in her hat 
or hair, or a red scarf around her 
neck; I can’t remember’ which. 
She had a gun in her hand. I was 
petrified. The woman pointed the 
gun straight at me. Instinctively 
I ducked. She fired twice, I be- 
lieve. Then she went out into the 
room where my mother was and 
fired two more shots.” 

That was the last glimpse Mrs. 
Goodbody said she had of the gun- 
woman. After a moment, Mrs. 
Goodbody ran into the hall, 
screaming for help.

HE killer’s first shot almost 

grazed Mrs. Goodbody’s head, 

imbedding itself in the wall 
above the toilet. The gunwoman, 
hearing Mrs. Williams approaching, 
crossed the bathroom threshhold 
and fired. This shot also missed, 
crashing through a clothes closet. 
Mrs, Williams, although on the 
frail side, fought the murderess 
for possession of the gun. They 
struggled down a corridor leading 
into the living room. As_ they 
struggled, the killer was able to 
fire a third shot. This, too, missed, 
passing through a window. At this 
stage Mrs. Williams apparently 
tired and the slayer let fly with 
the fourth shot. It struck Mrs, 
Williams in the forehead, fatally 
wounding her. 
. From these meager facts, police 
were called upon to provide the 
answers to several baffling ques- 
tions: 

Was the slaying motivated by 
revenge? Was it the work of a 
jewel thief caught in the act of 
rifling the rooms? (once inside, 
there was no exit for the killer. 
She could only hide in* the bath- 
room or the closet). Was Mrs. 
Goodbody the intended victim and 
her mother only the accidental 
sacrifice? 

The mystery of the open door 
assumed growing importance in 
the case. Police at first turned to 
a theory that a thief found the 
door unlocked after the women 
had entefed. Later investigation 
indicated a passkey to the room 
was taken off the hook at the in- 
formation desk shortly after Mrs. 
Williams, before entering the ele- 
vator, had obtained the original.

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How Chips Became aHero 


He Was in Doghouse at Home, but Made Good in Army

HUMBLE, young unlettered 
A Army rookie, product of a 

small American village and 
the melting pot of mixed ancestry, 
has emerged a thrice-cited hero 
from the war, giving proof again 
that in America everyone has a 
chance to lead the parade. This 


rookie, a private, is a member of , 


the K-9 Corps and his name is 
Chips, He became a hero when, 
during the invasion of Sicily, 
“with utter disregard for his own 
safety,” he cleaned out an enemy 
pillbox, captured two Italian gun- 
ners, then later the same night 
assisted in the capture of a col- 
umn of ten more Italian soldiers, 

His commanding officer has 
recommended Chips for the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross, the Pur- 
ple Heart and the Silver Star. 
Now there is some talk of with- 
poingpet 3 Chip’s honors from him, 
or at least robbing them of sig- 
nificance by keeping them unof- 
ficial. War Department regula- 
tions stipulate that the award can 
be made only to “persons.” Chips, 
being part collie, part German 
shepherd and part Eskimo husky, 
doesn’t qualify. 

Back home in Pleasantville, N. 
Y., where he was born near Christ- 
mas, 1940, Chips wag often in the 
doughouse, ‘+ + 


His father was a husky named, 
appropriately enough, Husky, and 
his mother was a combination 
shepherd-collie named Cargo, 
When Chips was about a month 
old he entered the household of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward J. Wren of 
26 Orchard street and took up 
residence in the basement. For a 
month or so he was small enough 
to be cuddled by the Wren daugh- 
ters, Gail, then 7, and Nancy, then 
4. He was soon bigger than the 
children and graduated into a 
kenne] of his own in the back- 
yard, 

Chips early developed a sense of 
responsibility toward the Wren 
family and didn’t approve of any 
excursion unless he were along to 
do guard duty. Gail Wren was 
his special property, and he hers. 
“Nothing could stop Chips from 
following Gail to school,” Mrs. 
Wren said. “He would bide his 
time outside school until the mail- 
man came along. The mailman 
was- small; Chips would thrust 
him aside when he opened the 
door and push past him into the 
school. He'd find Gail’s room 
without any trouble and stay there 
until I went for him.”

Chips was a big dog and a 


rugged outdoor man. He would 


range all over Pleasantville and, 
in the manner of big creatures, 
leave a trail of minor destruction 
in his wake. As he passed down 
the streets, cats automatically 
sought sanctuary in trees. Chips 
seldom picke& a fight with anoth- 
er dog, probably on the theory 
that none was worth the effort. 
The one dog who could send Chips 
cowering beneath the nearest shel- 
ter was his own father, and the 
old man would occasionally go 
after the pup, although Chips 
was no longer of his household. 
Chips would continue on his

mildly obstreperous path, of a 
typical pre-war day, until he got 
into the midst of downtown traffic. 
By so simple an act as standing 
in the middle of an intersection, he 
could, and often did, tie up traffic 
in all directions. He just refused 
to budge, and nobody wanted to 
risk hitting such a big object, 
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Wren, who is village counsel for 
Pleasantville, became used to ur- 
gent calls from the police, begging 
him to come down from his office 
and remove Chips so that traffic 
could continue. 


The Wrens never bothered to 
teach Chips a bag of parlor 
tricks, but he did learn to take to 
a harness and pull Gail and Nancy 
up the hill on their sleds. Other 
children sometimes utilized him 
for their sleighing trips and he al- 
Ways good naturedly obliged. 

Chips had a firm idea that the 
water was no place for man. When 
he first went with the family to 
their summer place at Mattituck, 
L. I., and saw Gail and Nancy in 
swimming, he dashed into the 
water and pulled them out by the 
hair. Even when the family went 
out in a rowboat, Chips would fol- 
low, swimming doggedly in the 
wake of the boat, determined to 
dissuade them from this unnatural 
folly. 

Like al] great characters, Chips 
had a few little weaknesses. He 
was terrified of firecrackers on his 
firat- Fourth of July and disap- 
peared until all was quiet again. 
The Wrens discovered later that 
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he had beaten himself to a rela- 
tively quiet section of town, and 
had lain taut on the porch of a 
houge there all day. As if in ap- 
preciation, Chips returned to the 
same house every afternoon at 4 
and let the woman give him a 


cookie. 

“We often wonder if Chips got 
used to the whine of shells, be- 
cause he’d always cry when the 
fire sirens sounded,” Mrs. Wren 
said. “Wednesday, when the sirens 
were tested, was always a hard 
day in Chip’s life.” 

As Chips grew, so did his repu- 
tation. The teachers in Gail's 
school, the traffic cops, the owners 
of cats, the parents of little chil- 
dren, the drunks of the village, 
trouser-clad bicyclers, all told their 
own versions of the dog’s tempera- 
ment. Finally Chips bit the gar- 
bage man. The Wrens began to 
face their nefghbors with an apol- 
ogetic air; they seemed always to 
be defending their dog. 
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So when Dogs for Defense of- 
fered a useful and patriotic outlet 
for Chip’s talents, the Wrens sent 
for application blanks. In August, 
1942, when the girls were away at 
camp, Chips was crated and sent 
to Hicksville, L. I., for induction. 

At Hicksville, Chips was given 
a thorough going-over by a vet 
and passed that and his aptitude 
tests with honors. He was then 
sent to Front Royal, Va., for basic 
training. That was the last the 
Wrens heard of Chips until the 
newspapers carried stories of 
Chip’s heroism in Sicily.

O GET the best skin-health 
T qualities from soap, choose

mild soap, one that lathers well 
and one that is unscented and un- 


,tinted. Perfumes and dyes may be 


irritating to your skin. 

A good soap does not have too 
much alkali to irritate the skin. 
Trritation may also be produced 
by cocoanut oil, which some soaps 
contain, Lanolin soap is very good 
for thin dry skins; it is made from 
sheep fat. In general, medicated 
soaps should be avoided, because 
the medication is usually not ef- 
fective at all and because such 
soaps may irritate the skin. 


Here’s how to wash the face, to 
get the most out of this proce- 
dure: Use a soft clean cloth and 
bath the face gently. Don’t rub 
and scrub harshly. Follow the 
soap with a cool rinse; it is im- 
portant to rinse off all of the soap. 
Pat dry with a soft towel. 
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IF THE SKIN IS VERY OILY 
and contains large pores, it may 
be washed more frequently than 
dry skins. The cloth should be a 
little rough, but not rough enough 
to irritate. Wash such a skin in 
soft water, to which a few drops 
of fluid extract of lavender have 
been added, to obtain smoothness 
and astringent action. 

If the face is very dirty or if it 
is naturally very oily, it may be 
steamed with hot towels for a few 


minutes. Such skins often bene- 
fit by leaving the lather on, let- 
ting it dry on the face, and then 
rinsing if off. Skins that tend to 
be dry should not be steamed; too 
much hot water removes the nat- 
ural oil and may increase the dry- 
ness,

Cut up the soap in little pieces, 
add water to cover and let stand 
until it softens and becomes jelly- 
like.

In shampooing, use warm, not 
hot, water. Pour some of the 
liquid shampoo over the hair; 
work up a rich lather and rub it 
well into the scalp, adding a lit- 
tle water or a little soap from 
time to time to keep the lather 
plentiful. Then rinse it off thor- 
oughly. Apply soap a second time 
and lather well, then rinse several 
times in warm water. A cool rinse 
at the end is beneficial,

A VERY IMPORTANT PART 
of the shampoo is drying. It 
should be done gently but thor- 
oughly. Nowadays, with short 
hair, this-is not so much of a 
problem as in the days of long 
tresses, Using a large towel, gent- 
ly pat and rub the hair. Avoid 
rubbing too hard, as this may in- 
jure the scalp or break off the 
hairs. You may part the hair in 
several places and carefully dry 
the scalp. Under no condition 
should the hair be left wet while 
you go about your business; it 
should be dried immediately. 

If air dryers are used, make cer~ 
tain that the air they blow is not 
hot, as the use of heat in drying 
the hair tends to render it brittle 
and dries he scalp.

From a cursory perusal of the 
record it might be inferred that 
grave charges now stand against 
Chaplin in the courts of the land. 
Such is not the case. Aside from 
the Federal grand jury investiga- 
tion, which was launched to find 
out if Miss Berry’s constitutional 
rights have been violated, the 
English comedian remains free of 
actual entanglements until and if 
physicians and courts determine 
he is the father of Miss Berry's 
child. Naturally, the United States 
District Attorney wants to know 
who did what in the case of this 
young unwed mother, but, as 
Chaplin’s new attorney phrased it: 

“This is absurd. Mr, Chaplin 
has had no connection with any 
act that would deprive anyone of 
any right.” 

Well, no one has said he had, 
but the fact that the attorney do- 
ing the orating is Jerry Giesler 
caused Hollywood bigwigs and Los 
Angeles legal lights to elevate an 
eyebrow. Giesler, one of the 
shrewdest criminal lawyers in the 
Weat, is also rated one of the best- 
paid barristers in the country. The 
fact that he appeared suddenly as 
Chaplin’s mouthpiece seemed suf- 
ficient cause for considerable spec- 
ulation. 

Giesler has fought and won 
many a hard-contested case inthe 
courts of Los Angeles County and, 
with it all, is one of the most 
likable men in the legal fraternity. 
He seems wholly without guile but 
he certainly is not devoid of deep

Thomas B. Sherman 
ABRIEL FAURE was pre 
G eminently a composer of 
songs and chamber works and 
for that reason is less familiar to 
the general musical public than 
many French composers who were 
less important. One of his few 
compositions in the larger forms 
is the “Requiem,” which was re- 
corded by Les Chanteurs de Lyons 
and Le Trigintour Instrumental 
Lyonnais and has just been reis- 
sued by Columbia (5 Records), 


The Requiem was written in 
1887 after the death of the com- 
poser’s father and may be consid- 
ered, therefore, an expression of 
his deepest feelings. It also em- 
bodies Faure’s most endearing 
qualities as @ composer. Refine- 
ment of feeling, a subtle use of 
harmonies and an  unflagging 
lyrical inepiration are characteris- 
tic of thie whole work and per- 
vade its smallest part. 
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THE DEVOTIONAL CHARAC- 
TER of this music is striking. 
Other requiem masses may be con- 
sidered more monumental or mo 
dramatic, but none is more ex- 
alted and none more expressive of 
an intense religious conviction. It 
is, in fact, the devotional attitude 
of this work which maxes it elo- 
quent, for the composer is reticent 
in his use of effects. 

The harmonies, though distinc- 
tive and in some cases rather bold, 
are never sensational. There is 
also a prevailing simplicity in his 
orchestration and the dynamic 
range of the composition is rather 
limited. There are a few fortis- 
simo passages but not many. 

The performance of the Lyons 
singers, under the direction of E. 
Bourmauck, reflects the essential 
quality of the Requiem. It is both 
withdrawn and spiritually intense. 
The recording has captured with 
seeming fidelity the beautifully 
blended tone of the chorus as well 
as the restrained character. Once 
or twice an unevenness of pitch is 
in evidence, an acoustical defect 
which obviously arises from the 
processing and not the original 
performance.

MOZART: Concerto No. 12 in A 
Major for Piano and Orchestra 
(K, 414). 

Among the 28 piano concertos by 
Mozart, the Concerto No. 12 in A 
Major is outshone by some seven 
or eight others, It is less popular 
than the other concerto in A-ma- 
jor (K. 488) and for ng reasons. 
Even so, it has a truly Mozartean 
character, so much so that Sir 
Donald Tovey said it is a “highly 
characteristic and mature master- 
piece,” in which every theme is 
typical of the composer's style. 

It see to me that the second 
subject in the first movement does 
not have the strength and inven- 
tiveness of a “typical” Mozartean 
theme. But in other respects the 
concerto certainly shows great 
imagination and facility. The con- 
certo is played in this recording 
(Columbia, three records) by 
Louls Kentner and the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra under the 
direction of Sir Thomas Beecham. 
Mr. Kentner, who is a Hungarian 
pianist now living in England, has 
nuance and a good line, but the 
articulation is frequently obscured 
by rattles and surface noises in 
the records. It is also difficult to 
judge the accompaniment offered 
by Sir Thomas Beecham for the 
same reason. 
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ERIC COATES: Cinderella, a 
“Fantasy” for Orchestra. 

Mr. Coates is said to be Eng- 
land’s foremost composer of light 
music, of which the Cinderella 
Fantasy is presumably a fair ex- 
ample This recording is by the 
Light Symphony Orchestra con- 
ducted by the composer. It is 
pleasant music which escapes vul- 
garity by taking refuge in the 
arms of triteness. The recording 
is good (Columbia, two records), 

It is in fact a prime example of 
the so-called “semi-classical” mu- 
sic. Such music one assumes is 
fit neither for heaven nor hell. 
Its proper place is on an excur- 
sion steamboat where it can pro- 
vide a homeless background for 
the crackling of peanuts or the 
munching of sandwiches.

One of the perverse characteris- 
tics of Arturo Toscanini is his un- 
shakable affection for war horses. 
While other conductors are madly 
searching for novelties, Mr. Tos- 
canini calmly dusts off the “Wil- 
liam Tell,” or the “Zampa” over- 
ture, and presents it with the same 
earnest devotion that he applies 
to a performance of the Ninth 
Symphony. This is generally re- 
garded as misplaced affection, one 
of those strange lapses of taste, 
which reminds us that the Italian 
Maestro is a man after all and 
not a god. 

Such at least is one’s attitude 
until brought into actual contact 
with one of these performances. 
When that happens, one is forced 
to admit that Toscanini may know 
the music better than its detrac- 
tors. This recorded performance 
of the “Mignon” overture is a case 
in point. As performed by Tos- 
canini and the NBC orchestra, it 
has a miraculous freshness, verve 
and charm. The miracle may be 
credited to Mr. Toscanini, but even 
, he cannot make an omelet with- 

out eggs. (Victor, 1 record.) 
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ANOTHER SINGLE record 
(Columbia), one which will be es- 
pecially attractive to fiddlers, con- 
tains Nathan Milstein’s perform- 
ance of Wieniawski’s “Scherzo 
Tarantelle.”

Creamed Potatoes With Codfish | 


By Meta Given 


REAMED Potatoes with Cod- 
C fish: One-half pound salt cod- 

fish, three tablespoons marga- 
rine, four tablespoons flour, 
two and one-half cups milk, one 
and one-half pounds potatoes, 
peeled and sliced, one-fourth cup 
shredded celery leaves, one table- 
spoon chopped onion, chopped 
parsley. 

Soak the codfish in running wa- 
ter for 15 minutes, then one hour 
in fresh warm water, Drain, add 
fresh water and heat slowly to the 
boiling point, and drain again. 
Meanwhile make a smooth cream 
sauce of the margarine, flour and 
milk; add the potatoes, celery 
leaves and onion. Cover and sim- 
mer about 20 minutes, or until po- 
tatoes are tender. This requires 
frequent stirring to keep from 
sticking. Add flaked codfish; 
cook just long enough to heat 
through. Sprinkle with chopped 
parsiey.

The Children of Europe Take the Field Against The Axis 


Typical of the many acts of cunning by children of Axis- 

occupied countries was that during the invasion of Crete 

when some boys routed four German parachutists from 
a house by pushing a beehive down the chimney. - 
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HILD guerrillas, carrying pistols ond tom- 
myguns, are fighting side by side with 
Europe’s grown men in this total war. 

And many of the daring youngsters, some of 
- whose deeds are illustrated in the accompany- 
ing pictures and sketches, give their lives. 
Stories of guerrilla forces in Russia, Yugo- 


slavia and Greece filter regularly into Allied 


quarters. The heroes and heroines they in- 
volve are a mixture of grown-up earnestness 
and childish adventuresomeness, but they 
know the risks; they know what they’re 
fighting for. | 

Oleg Koshevi, 16-year-old leader of a young- 
sters’ organization of the Donbas region, ran 
his organization liké a club: Secret meetings, 
‘passwords and such. In two years before 
Oleg was captured, tortured, his brains 
knocked out with a rifle butt and 90 others 
slain in similar manner, they made the Nazis 
miserable. They set fire to Nazi supplies, cut 
telephone wires, liberated war prisoners and 
distributed undercover bulletins. 

In Russia, boys of 10 and 12 play spy in 
earnest, slipping through the German lines to 
deliver Stalin's statements and orders to those 
in German-occupied territory. They inform on 
the Germans, carry arms and ammunition. 


Kolya Shershenkin, a Russian boy of 15, whose 
sisier, Aleyna, 13, was murd by the Ger- 
mans, stole a tommygun and escaped. sy 
later, half starved and wounded in one leg, he 
slipped ugh German lines to join a guer- 
rilla band. Once he dragged a wounded ser- 
geant four miles to escape. Another morning, 
he trotted a tall German into camp. “Remem- 
ber what they did to Aleyna and the others,” 
he said ternety. 

Greek children fought the Italians when their 
country was attacked. As guides, carriers of 
ammunition, transporters of food from the vil- 
lages to guerrilla bands, they still are im- 
portant. In the Low Countries and France, chil- 
dren cut telegraph wires, drain gasoline tanks, 
deflate tires, break windows, steal ammunition, 
cut holes in German uniforms in crowded 
busses. They have given quisling children 
such a bullying that special schools had to be 
started for. them.
